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YOUNG JEWRY STIRRING 


[f there is one cheering feature on the Anglo-Jewish horizon 
to-day it is the slowly developing recognition of the importance of 
the “ youth problem.’* Signs of this tardy awakening become 
increasingly noticeable in our own columns. They can be seen in 
ihe speeches delivered on the subject from time to time; in 


ihe growing interest in the Club movement; in the searchings of — 


heart over religious education ; and in the concern about “ youth 
policy evinced by the London Lodge of the B'nai B'rith. But 
it is the inquiring attitude of sections of the Jewish youth them- 
selves that constitutes the most encouraging factor in the develop- 
ment to which we refer. For, when the young begin to sit up and 
take notice—and ask questions—then things may begin to move, 
and accumulated cobwebs to disperse. To that spirit stirring 
among the Jewish youth the interesting Habonim Conference 
reported this week bears eloquent testimony, 

{tis indeed a welcome sign that the Community seems to be 
becoming more youth-conscious. But the warning given recently 
by Mr. A, HERMAN, the President of the Federation of Zionist 
Youth, had better be laid to heart at the outset. “* Mere platitudes 
On the subject of youth,’” he told us, “are no longer of vaiue, if 
ihey ever had been.”’ That is a vital truth. We have to take hold 
of the problem of the young in a practical fact-finding spirit, to 
handle it comprehensively and scientifically, and above all, to be 
honest with ourselves. What are the facts about Anglo-Jewish 
south? They may be summed up in the popular phrase— 
“They don’t know where they are.”’ On essential questions, if 


these are thought about at all, young Jewry as a whole is all at sea, 
They have no clear ideas, or perhaps no ideas at all, as to what 
they stand for, or as to any particular goal they are aiming to 
reach. The point was admirably put by Mr. HERMAN in his 
assertion that there was no unified attitude prevalent among the 
Whole of Jewish youth—he might indeed have included their 


elders—with regard to basic questions. The problems which 
faced youth to-day, he said, were : ‘‘ What do we mean by a Jewish 
Community? Why are we in it, and what do we demand of it ? *’ 
There has teen very little theoretical discussion, he declared, on 
these questions, and the result was that the various groups of 
youth had gravitated unconsciously towards ** some attitude on 
the matter.’’ Obviously such a position is dangerous. If the 
young do not know what they are or why they are, what they want 
or whither they are going, the only consequences will te aimless drift 
from the Community, nothingarianism, and total ass milation with 
all its moral and political dangers. 

It is one of the marvels of Anglo-Jewish history in the past fifty 
years that this patent truth in all its threatening significance never 
seemed to take full possession of the adult Jewish mind. Perhaps it 
was because the adult Anglo-Jewish mind was more than half aware 
that it had noclear ideas itself on the matters in question. While one 
section of the Community counselled, another denounced, “‘assimila- 
tion “—a vague word whose scope and limitations have never teen 
explained. Our Orthodox leaders have compicmised with their 
professions and largely left the adolescent to make his own 
synthesis, if he can, between the old faith and the modern learning, 
Even when we turn to the paramount quest‘on of Zionism, the 
leadership of that movement, while profuse in words, is halting 
and confused in guiding policy, as responsible Englishmen privately 
deplore and sometimes semi-publicly complain. Anglo-Jewry has 
to its credit participation m many movements : The Clubs—but 
according to Dr. E. BERNSTEIN, the Headmaster of the Jews’ Free 
Boys’ School, * only a fraction of our youth ** have come under their 
influence. Zionism—but the vast majority of the Jewish youth are 
left untouched by that movement, according to Dr. BRODETsky. 
Religion Classes—yet it is notorious that large numbers of Jewish 
boys and girls never go near them, or desert them at an early age ; 
and Mr. HerMaN makes the staggering estimate that half the 
Jewish child population in Great Britain is receiving no Jewish 
education of any kind. The day schools—but many Jewish parents, 
in a spirit of blind snobbery, prefer to send their young to more 
expensive non-Jewish schools rather than to good Jewish ones. 
And so, under these debilitating influences, the youth, without a 
philosophy of Jewish life, or any guidance on fundamentals such as 
their young minds can readily grasp, go drifting on, and the future 
of Jewry in these Islands becomes ever more unpromising. 

Small wonder, then, if those among the young who can appre- 
ciate the situation are not impressed with the tardy awakening of 
which we have spoken, and are disinclined to trust their destinies 
to it too far. All they see is—as Dr. Bropetsky frankly admits— 
that the problem of the youth has not been satisfactorily solved, 
and they havea mind, therefore, at least to take a hand in working 
out their own salvation. “ English Jewish Youth,’” said one of 
the speakers at the Habonim gathering, ‘had to face a greatly 
increased responsibility, and to plan while they had time.””’ ‘ The 
only hope for the future,’* said Dr. Morris in his inspiring address, 
‘lay in the hands of the Anglo-Jewish youth.” Who can quarrel 
with the young men because of this attitude? It is true that 
Dr. Morris added the warning that the young should first put 
their own house in order and show that they can govern them- 
selves, by which he meant that they must shake off the perhaps 
inherited disease of splitting into too many organisations. There 
was, he said, a multitude of Jewish youth movements in England 
separated by only microscopic differences ; and he urged that the 
interests which should unite them were infinitely more important 
than the things that divide them. But that sound advice was 
spoken to ears willing to listen. Mr. J. C. GILBERT, who takes a 
prominent part in the Habonim movement, advocated at the 
Conference a “united front of Jewish youth.”’ Moreover, 
several other speakers spoke of negotiations for union as being 
already afoot. and indeed Habonim and the Federation of Zionist 
Youth have already a definite working arrangement which 
is operating well. Both these, of course, are Zionist Societies 
and the greater problem will be to extend co-operation to such 
non-Zionist bodies as the Association for Jewish Youth. It is to 
be hoped that the general possibilities will be actively explored. 
There may be a world of advantage in bringing together the various 
movements without any sacrifice of individual identities. What 
might they not gain, not merely in the avoidance of overlapping 
and unnecessary expenditure and membership rivalries, but in the 
bringing in of those among the young who stand at present out- 
side any movement, and above all, in effecting such a pooling of 
enthusiasms and ideas as would gradually lead the youth to 
definite objectives ? Let the young men take heart, and face their 
tasks with high courage and faith, In saving themselves, they 
will save Judaism in this realm for the generations yet to come,

THE COLONIAL SECRETARYSHIP 


T He relingquishment by Lord Harlech (Mr. Ormsby-Gore) of his office 


as Colonial Secretary severs a political connection with Jews of some 
two years’ duration, to say nothing of his association with the Colonial 
Octice at an earlier date. The occasion ts an opportunity for Jews 
to express their appreciation of the spirit in which the ex-Minister 
viewed this connection. There were, tt is true, aspects of his 
policy and administration upon which many Jews did not see cye 
to eye with him. But none among us ever doubted for a moment 
his high purpose or the sincere friendship he retained for Jews and 
the Zionist idea during a period of admitted and acute difficulty. Lord 
Harlech is now succeeded by Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, who thus 
returns to a post which he occupied for a brief period three years ago, 
and in which he was followed, also for a comparatively brief period, by 
Mr. J. H. Thomas. It is to be observed that in the space of something 
like three years there have been three,or — if we include Mr. MacDonald's 
return —- four changes in the occupancy of the Colonial Office. This 
would seem to leave something to be desired in the way of continuity 
of administration. Butat least it has the advantage of bringing fresh 
energies to bear upon problems, both Palestinian and Colonial, which are 
often in particular need of them. Mr. MacDonald comes to his new 
Office fresh from triumphs in the intricate field of Irish negotiation. His 
experience must have brought home to him the very great difficulties 
inherent in a partitioned State. It is to be hoped that they will be borne 
in mind when he comes to consider the proposal to involve Palestine in 
a process of division which, it is ever more widely felt, will add a host 
of unnecessary and menacing problems to the future governance ol 
that land. 


MR. MALCOLM MACDONALD 

IN congratulating Mr. MacDonald on the resumption of his former 
ofice we cannot but recall that he is the son of a statesman who had a 
warm heart for the Jewish National Home, and that he has himself, in 
the past, helped by his own actions to make this friendship into some- 
thing like a family tradition, As far back as eight years ago he 
declared his great sympathy with the Zionist Movement, and mentioned 
that he was a member of the Palestine Mandate Committes, “ which 
worked unofficially to mould public opinion in favour of the Balfour 
pledge and the upbuilding of the Jewtsh National Homeland.” He 
added that he had no doubt of the ultimate victory.of Zionism. Five 
years later, in October, 1935, as the guest of honour at a dinner of the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club, he jestingly referred to the criticisms passed by 
Zionists on his conduct of Palestinian affairs. The young men ina 
hurry, he said, thought that they, old mzn, were too slow, too cautious, 
in their immigration policy, and he continued in this strain: 

‘* If there are differences of opinion between us about that, it is not 
because the British people regret the undertaking that they pledged them- 
selves to when the Balfour Declaration was made. Emphatically no! We 
don't regret the promise that we gave at that time. Nor is it that we are 
indifferent to the very deep suffering which the Jewish communities are 
undergomg, to-day in some parts of Europe.’’ 

Well, we have only one comment to make on this. The.very deep suffer- 
ing of the Jews in some parts of Euroze has not only been intensified 
but extended sinc2 Mr. MacDonald spoke thre2 years ago. j 


TO HELP THE REFUGEES 

As was expected, the League of Nations Council has adopted the 
recommendations of its Consultative Committee in favour of estab- 
lishing a single organisation for dealing with all refugees. If 
approved by the Assemb!y, which will meet in the Autumn, this 
Organisation is to be formed by the amalgamation of the two 
agencies which have hitherto had charge of the matter, namely, 
the Nansen 


Office and the High Commission for German 
Refugees. At the same time, the latter is also, in future, to 
concern itself with the refugees from Austria. Meanwhile. the 


30-odd Governments who are interested in President Roosevelt's 
proposal for an International Committee on the refugees are to meet 
in July, and it is obvious that there must be co-operation between 
them and the League organisation that is to be set up. Indeed, the 
Consultative Committee was understood to have recommended it. but. 
if so, the subject does not appear to have been discussed at the league 
Council’s meeting. No doubt this was due to the fact that the 
American scheme is still in the formative stage, so that the moment 
for discussing co-ordination of effort has not yet arrived. In fact. no 
agenda for the Conference has yet been published, and the British 
Government has not yet appointed its delegates. Probably the lecague 
Organisation will be represented at the July Conference. But one can 
only hope, in view of the sufferings of our Austrian and other 
co-religionists, that the utmost expedition, compatible with efficiency, 
will be used in perfecting the whole machinery of assistance. 


THE RABBIS’ “NO” 

MANCHESTER Jewry, having decided to appoint a Communal Rav. are 
now proceeding to election. A choice of five gentlemen is offered 
them by the Chief Rabbi, who was asked to advise. But, and this is 


the remarkable point, of the quintet all but one live outside England, : 
three of them in America. Now; we are not finding fault with the’ 
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Chief Rabbi. He appears to have approached a number of Rabbis jp 
this country, but only in one case with success. 41t would be interesting 
to hear why the others refused. Their reasons may, for all we know, 
be quite tenable and good. But whatever they were, the fact that only 
one of the Rabbis referred to thought fit to offer himself as a candi- 
date for an important religious appointment does set the mind think- 
ing. Waat will happen, one wonders, on the, we hope distant, day when 
the Chief Rabbinate itself falls vacant ? 


NABOTH'S VINEYARD 

Tue Daranyi Government, which introduced the bill imposing 4 
numerus clausus on Jews in Hungarian industry and culture, has fallen, 
but not before the measure had made considerable progress. It had, 
indeed, already been agreed to by the Hungarian Lower House. What 
it will mean, in practice, is not difficult to foretell. Briefly, the number 
of Jews employed will, in most concerns, have to be reduced by 
about half. and the relative sizes of the salaries of Jews and non-Jews 
will be adjusted to the disadvantage of the former. The Bill, 
which proposes a maximum Jewish participation of 20 per cent. in 
the industries, etc.. of the country, is described as mild—and so it 
is, compared with the savage steps taken elsewhere. But the extreme 
men are always clamouring for more, and no one can say where the 
process, once begun, willend. The wickedness of the whole scheme 
resides in the fact that, as was stressed in the debate in the Lowe: 
House, Jews only acquired their present status in commerce because 
their non-Jewish fellow-citizens held mere trading in contempt. Having 
made the most of their opportunities, and incidentally benefited the 
whole country, they are now the objects of envy, and, in the delicate 
phraseology of one of the modern Naboths, the economic positions 
occupied by the Jews must be “reconquered.” I is a facet of the 
Jewish tragedy not visible in Hungars alone. 


MADE IN GERMANY 

Wuetuer the bill, which falls with such crushing weight on a com- 
munity of 400,000 souls who, according to a manifesto by Hungarian 
artists, writers, and scientists, have been the creators and the pillars o! 
the national culture, will now be proceeded with by the new Premier, 
Dr. Imredy, remains to b: seen. Dr. Imredy has had great experience as 
Minister of Economics and Finance and President of the National 
Bank. He should therefore be fully conscious of the disastrous effects 
ona the national economy of the measure now proposed. Nor is he 
unaware of the danger threatening the State from the National Socialist 
agitation. Anti-Semitism, said the leader of the Social Democrats, was 
made not in Hungary but atro.d. In fact, it is “ made in Germany.” 
If Hungary does not wish t» slide into the voracious Nazi maw, it 
will avotd the first step in the journey-—-the ruin of the Hungarian Jew.

THE JEWISH ORPHANAGE 
Arnual Court of Governors 


The annual court of Governors and Subscribers of the Jewish Orphanage 
was held on Wednesday at 31, Duke Street, Aldgate. Mr. Anthony de 
Rothschild presided. 

The annual report stated that during the vear ninety-nine children left 
the Orphanage and ninety were admitted. The average number of children 
in residence was 388. There were also twenty-eight day scholars. fifteen 
of whom were non-Jewish. Throughout the year, their health had been 
satisfactory. One boy gained a Supplementary L.C.C. Scholarship and four 
girls and seven boys attended the local central school, in which they had 
gained free places. Two new appointments had been made: Miss G. F. 
Magrill as Matron and Miss E. E, Blooman as Matron of the Gabriel 
Home. The Orphan Aid Societies had had a successful year and had 
contributed £10,043 to the funds of the Orphanage. 

The building of a new educational block (for juniors and seniors) and 
the re-adaptation of equipment of the main building would involve a 
considerable expenditure. The scheme was an endeavour to carry out 
longe overdue improvements in accordance with modern standards in the 
training and care of children. 

Mr. V. Joseph, one of the Treasurers, presented the accounts, which 
were adopted. 

The President was re-clected, and the following were elected Vice- 
Presidents: Messrs. A. I. Belisha and M. Hyman Isaacs and Sir I. Salmon 
M.P. The Treasurers, the Committee, and the Auditors were re-elected. _

THe Late Mr. R. MAZIN 


Mr. S. FRUMKIN writes: | 

Many have known the late Mr. R. Mazin as a business man and as the 
leading Hebrew bookseller in England, but few outside his family knew 
him more intimately as a man of honour and as a Jew devoted to h 
people. While I was assisting him in cataloguing work, a mutual attach 
ment sprang up between us. Very often he used to sit near me in the course 
of mv work and narrate to me interesting episodes of his younger da): 
He told me that his surname was originally Mazah and that he was a nea: 
relative of the famous Chief Rabbi of pre-War Russia, Rabbi Dr. Mazalh 
but the London Jewish public erroneously, and for greater ease, called 
him Mazin. His love for Jewish learning and his extensive knowledg« 
of Jewish literature in Hebrew and Yiddish and other languages, made him 
a passionate buyer and collector of rare Jewish books. Almost all his huge 
stock of volumes he remembered by the authors’ name, the title, and th: 
number of pages. and he had more than a fair knowledge of their content: 
He raised his establishment from a very small concern to one of the most 
important Judaica book Stores in the British Empire. The greatest Jewish 
celebrities. to mention but a few, Professor Dr. S. Schechter, the late Chie! 
Rabbi Dr. H. Adler. Dr. Max. Nordau, Rabbi H. Enelow, Dr. Herzl, Nina 
Salaman. Dr. Sokolow, Lord Reading (when he was still Sir Rufus Isaacs), 
Sir H. Gollancz. Sir Israel Gollancz, and Ch. N. Bialik were among 
his personal friends and regular cusomers. Jewish scholars of note trom 
abroad never fai'ed to pay a visit to Mazin’s and took delight in conversing 
with the deceased on the great variety of topics he knew so well. His 
knowledge of distinguished personalities was vast. and what he knew o 
them could make most valuable biographical matter. He strictly adhere. 
to the prinicip'e of giving charity in secret. The terrible plight of ou 
people in Central Europe broke his heart and his health, but his piety and 
integrity remained unshaken and undiminished, Hts loss to Jewish learning 
throughout the world ts irreparab'e.

WHAT PALESTINE 
HAS DONE FOR JEWS 


By WATCHMAN 


A; a moment like the present, when the Zionist ship is encountering 
contrary winds and heavy seas, it is not out of place, and may indeed 
be heartening, to cast one’s mind back over the story —I had almost 
«aid romance—of one of the most astonishing national revivals that 
homan annals record. I, for one, am old enough to remember the first 
.rrival of Herzl in this country, and his frigid reception by nearly all 
‘he Jews here who counted in our communal governance. Those of 
them who deigned even to be polite to him regarded him as a dreamer. 
Those who were too angry with him for such courtesies dismissed 
him as a trouble-maker bent. on carrying shiploads of Jewish 
starvelings to the poor little country of Palestine, and incidentally 
copardising the citizenship of Jews inevery country where they enjoyed 
ihe priceless and unassailable blessings of emancipation. In that last 
respect the objectors enjoyed the hearty sympathy of many of German 
Jewry! When the Haham of those days, Dr. Gaster, ventured, with 
sturdy independence, and to his lasting credit, to take his stand by 
Herzl leader of a seemingly forlorn he released a hornet’s 
nest against himself. But the poor Jews of East London listened to 
the Herzlian parable, and cheered. 


Writ. much water has flowed down the Jordan since those not very 
spacious days, and if many of what I may call the objecting class sull 
retain their doubts or antipathies they are not so vocal about them. 
{hey may still be emphatic in their opposition to a Jewish State, but 
they are not unprepared to associate then)selves with, if not to labour in, 
the upbuilding of the Jewish National Home. Zionism long ago became 
respectable, fit, so to speak, to be received in West End drawing-rooms, 
and treated with respect. For that change of attitude, so far as it went, 
ihe public espousal of the cause by the Government of this country has 
been largely responsible. For one thing, a movement that this nation as 
well as others took up could not be something from which highly placed 
Jews should shrink. And, for another, a plan that the greatest 
colonising nation in the world regarded as practicable could hardly be 
the hare-brained conception of a fanatic that doubters had comfortably 
suggested. 


Bur the greatest agent in the education of the dissenters was the 
Zionist movement itself, and it is to this that too much attention 
cannot be given in the perilous period through which we are passing. 
What ts the record of Zionism since it emerged into the realm of 
realisation’? What has it accomplished tor the Jewish people? One 
thing. [| make bold to say, it has not done. It has not invalidated 
ihe ciuzenship of Jews, to any material degree, in the various 
countries of their residence. The Balfour Declaration guarded against 
uch a consequence, and that safeguard has, generally speaking, proved 
e'lective. [have noticed no genera! movement to deny the citizenship 
o! Jews in Europe or America on the ground that the Jewish National 
tome has robbéd them of such a right. They may be attacked on 
srounds of blood or race, or because of their prominence in certain 
callings, or because of fantastic fictions about alleged Jewish con- 
mracies and so forth. But these attacks would have occurred if 
Herzl had never been born and the Mandate had never been heard of. 
What the Zionist enterprise has really done ts to establish a wonderful, 

historic, partnership bztween Britain and the Jews in a great and 
‘plendid enterprise, to strengthen the feelings of mutual sympathy 
between them, and even, in some views, to give Britain a special 
position in the protection of its associates, the Jewish people. In a 
ord, the spectre of Jewish loss of citizen rights in the diaspora, which 
48 conjured up by the fearful, has been laid. 


bUT what of Zionism on its positive side? One of its effects simply 
leaps to the eyes. It has given Jews the only secure refuge they have in 
‘he troublous days that have come upon them. That ts a portentous 
(ruth that no amount of criticism can gainsay. The forty or fifty 
thousand German Jews, and the many thousands of Polish Jews, who 
haye found a home in Palestine bear eloquent witness to it. They 
have found in the Jewish heritage a real “ home from home,” a land in 
which they live by right and not on sufferance, a land in which they are 
hot“ ahens,” a country which gave them a sincerely brotherly welcome, 
«nd which, let it never be forgotten, was ready-made to receive them. 
No barren waste, flung to them, so to speak, in a grudging spirit, but a 
‘ountry prepared for their reception by the sweat of gallant pioneers. 
How many of those who sneered at Herzl and his dream would, tn the 
hight of these facts. adopt quite the same attitude to-day ? How many 
of them indeed must bless the name of Herzl for an at least partial 
“aswer to that terrible question “ Wohin?” 


Burt that is by no means the end of the matter. Far fromit! The 
Zionist miracle was, like the British Commonwealth of Nations, 
a unique political experiment. That establishes another tie between 
Jews and Britons. If “unique” is a proper word to apply to a 
group of nations, all virtually independent yet bound together 
in a polity which has resisted the most powerful corrosive 
influences such as war and trade rivalry, that word is no less applicable 
to an enterprise which has taken Jews from diflerent countries and 
environments and established them as a unity in another land, even 
though that land was Palestine. As in the case of Britain, this second 
return of the Jews is an outstanding achievement of human endeavour. 
Let it be remembered that the beginning was hard. It was handicapped, 
aS Sir Laurie Hammond has reminded us, by bad local administration, 
It has had to be conducted, as he adds, “in the interplay of difficul: 
international forces * -braving the full force of resurgent and fanatical 
nationalism. Yet it has won through, or was doing so until timidity 
laid its chill hand on the enterprise and called a halt. 


ONE hears a lot about the Jewish failure to. win over the Arab elements. 
The charge may be well or ill founded. But talk to Englishmen 
who have shouldered the burdens of Colonial administration, and 
some of them at least will tell you that similar failures have not 
been unknown under the British flag elsewhere. In any case, 
mistakes there were bound, as in all human conduct, to be. They 
cannot dim the brilliance of the whole scene of constructive achieve- 
ment. Those wonderful Chalutzim, who have made the wilderness 
blossom like the rose, and rivalled, in their endurance and its results, 
the greatest pioneering feats that history has to record. The commercial 
enterprise and dynamic impulse which have awakened a country from 
its sleep of ages. The health services, and the educational activits 
crowned by that great University from which blessing may one day 
flow to all mankind. And the idealism which is still at the heart of the 
whole movement, and which will give a renewed vitality to the old 
saying that “from Zion shall the Law go forth, and the word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem.” These are the things which are Jewish 
Palestine, and upon which the eye must fasten. 
Wuat is their bearing on the Jew and his fate? What have they dyn: 
for Jewry in exile’? Well, in the first place, they have given the lie 
direct to tl® stupid story of Jewish inferiority. Berlin and Vienna 
may scream themselves hoarse about that myth, but the reply stands 
stark and unchallengeable Jewish Palestine. It witnesses to Jewish 
virility, Jewish grit, Jewish constructive genius, and Jewish resilience. 
No amount of Teutonic or other twaddle can get rid of the Jewish 
achievement in Palestine an achievement which, among other things, 
has triumphanily demonstrated that the Jew can till the soil at least as 
well as he can develop trade and industry. If Germans had made half as 
good a job of their colonies as Jews have made of Palestine they would 
come into court with better credentials and cleaner hands when they 
clamour for the return of their former possessions. Above all, by 
the iron restraint which the Jews of the Yishuv have exhibited in 
the last two years, under the most galling provocations, they have 
proved their mettle in the most convincing fashion and vindicated 
their place among the nations in a way which makes all the 
“inferiority” chatter of the Goebbels and the Goerings look 
supremely ridiculous. Even those throw-ups cf the muddied political 
waters must, in their heart of hearts, know this to be true, for [ 
rarely ‘notice attacks on Jewish Palestine in their bombastic tirades. 
Certainly, foreign observers realise it. Leading political figures in this 
country will admit that they never quite foresaw the vigour and success 
with which Jewry would attack the task set them tn their National Home. 
And I know of at least one of them who longs for the diversion of 
some of this Jewish energy and faith to the great un-peopled tracts of 
the British Emprre.

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But that is not the whole of what Palestine has accomplished for the 
Jews. It has given multitudes of them fresh confidence in themselves 
and: renewed faith in their future. It has fortified their spirit in the 
Stress of unparalleled adversity, and kept them steady amid a world of 
foes. It has, in a word, added height to the moral stature of the Jewish 
people. But now comes the tragedy of it all. We are told that the tempo 
of this wonderful process has to be slowed down, that the resplendent 
enterprise which promises so much moral enrichment to the world in a 
day of moral impoverishment must be cramped, if not crushed. The 
thing is impossible. Jews have, literally, put their hands to the plough, 
and cannot turn back. The National Home was the only plan offered 
in modern times—apart from emancipation, now in grievous case 
for handling the Jewish agony on sane and practical lines. It 
offered not dispersion, but concentration—in a milieu dear to the 
settlers. The day is over when. the Jew must repeat ad 
nauseam the recurring tragedy of his history. No longer can 
he be deluded by the medieval folly that he can find lasting peace by 
packing up and journeying to some other land—there to build up its vital 
forces, and to be told to be off when he has finished his task. The masque 
of the innocents, staged so often, and, strangely enough, by a reputedly 
clever people, is over, for all sensible Jews at least, whatever other 
migrations may be forcibly imposed. Palestine, the chief, if not the 
only proven, hope, holds the field. It will needs do so until the end —if 
Jews, and their Christian sympathisers now growing increasingly restive 
under the latest threat, stand fast.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE FIELD IN ANATHOTH 


“ And thou hast said unto me, O Lord God, Buy thee the field for 
money. and call witnesses; whereas the city is given into the hand of 
the Chaldeans. Then came the word of the Lord unto Jeremiah, 
sayine: Behold I am the Lord, the God of all flesh; is there anything 
100 hard jor me?” (Jeremiah XXAH, 25-6.) 

Jeremiah the prophet is imprisoned in Jerusalem because of his fear- 
less denunciation of a sinful people and his outspoken prophecies 
of the approaching doom of the Holy City and of the hapless fate 
that awaits the people of Israel. At the time of which the Story 
speaks, the evils he had foretold were closing in upon a helpless city. 
“ The city is given into the hands of the Chaldeans, that fight agains' 
it. because of the sword, the famine, and the pestilence.” It is at 
this moment that his kinsman comes to Jeremiah, asking him to redeem 
and buy a field in Anathoth, his birthplace, a city near Jerusalem 
so that it may revert to the family inheritance. The incongruity o| 
the suggested purchase strikes the prophet forcibly. Here are the 
Chaldeans. about to enter the Holy City, to take possession of the 
Holy Land: Israel is going into piteous exile, and he is asked to mak« 
this anomalous transaction. And yet he feels that there is perhaps 
some deeper. purpose here. “I knew,” he says, “ that this was the 
word of the Lord.” And he describes how he weighs out the money 
executes the deeds of purchase in the presence of witnesses, and 
charges his faithful friend Baruch to place the documents in an 
earthen vessel, that they may be so preserved as to be available at some 
long distant date. But though he feels that there is some purpose 
behind this strange and untimely purchase, he is impelled to protes: 
to his Divine Master its futility in the face of the overwhelming 
disaster that he has himself foretold, and which nothing can now 
avert. “Behold the besiegers are come into the city to take it, and 
behold thou seest it. And yet thou hast said unto me: ° Buy the field 
for money and call witnesses,’ whereas the city is given into the hands 
of the Chaldeans.” “ Then came the word of the Lord unto Jeremiah 
saying: *‘ Behold I am the Lord, the God of all flesh; is there anything 

»0 hard for me?’ ” 

; Here the Haftara ends, but the rest of the chapter should be read 
for the further elucidation of what seems to be a somewhat crypt 
phrase. It did not mean that the city of Jerusalem would be delivered 
from the enemy, or that Israel would be saved from exile. It would 
be “delivered into the hands of the King of Babylon by the sword 
by the famine, and by the pestilence.” But, “ Like as I have brough' 
all this evil upon this people *—such is God's further message—” so 
will I bring upon them all the good that I have promised them. Men 
shall buy fields for money in the places about Jerusalem and in the 
cities of Judah; for I will cause their captivity to return, saith the 
Lord.” 

Jeremiah’s experiences were indeed sufficient to make him a con 
firmed pessimist. He lived through two sieges of Jerusalem. He was 
denounced as a traitor to his people. His whole life was that of a 
martyr. Naturally of a timid and shrinking nature, he had to become 
“an iron pillar and a brazen wall against the people of the land. 
And they were the people whom he loved, and against them he had 
to pronounce an unavertable doom. But if we examine his prophecies 
carefully, we shall be surprised to find how often denunciation gives 
place to tenderness, and how often a picture of future happiness for 
his people is to be found to follow the tale of the disasters that he 
cannot do otherwise than foretell. Still it is difficult even for a prophe! 
to detach himself entirely from his immediate surroundings. To be 
imprisoned by his own people in a city besieged by a ruthless enemy, 
and to know only too well from bitter experience the hapless fate that 
awaits his brethren, their women, and their children, were circum- 
stances that must have made it difficult, if not impossible, to visualise 
a future that should make all these things but memories of the past. 
The field that he bought from his kinsman would never be his, nor 
would any of his contemporaries live to see that brighter future 
which God assures him yet awaits the people of Israel. Why then 
should he buy this field in Anathoth? Because the purposes of God 
are deeper than the mind of frail mortal man can sometimes follow. 
Because the very disasters that come upon Israel may be in God's 
providence but the sowing of the seeds of future greatness and of lasting 
happiness. Because a little token will sometimes convey a great lesson. 
and a litthe word sometimes conveys an assurance of comfort and 
of hope that otherwise seems impossible for us to entertain. How 
should Jeremiah and his contemporaries, besieged in Jerusalem, and 
facing exile from a beloved land, contemplate the future that really 
would be the portion of their descendants? How should they imagine. 
though they would sit for a time by the rivers of Babylon, unable 
lo sing the songs of the Lord in a strange land, that their children 
would come up thence, singing still gladder songs, building a new 
House of God, laying the foundations of a new Jewry and a new 
Judaism that would preserve both for the long ages to come? 

It is not difficult to find an analogy to this story in the presen! 
history of Israel. Never perhaps has the outlook for our people 
been as dark and hopeless as at this moment. The worst experiences 
in a besieged city must have been far less bitter than the fate that 
has come upon our brethren in Austria and Germany. The degrada- 
tion to which they are being subjected, the mental torture they have 
to endure, the ruin that faces them, as they attempt to reach 
inhospitable shores, are too real, too immediate, and too over- 
whelming to make any attempt at comfort or hope seem otherwise 
than futile, a mere mockery of helpless victims. Yet Israel can never 
be entirely without hope. The reign of the persecutors must come 
to an end. The days of causeless hatred cannot last for ever. There 


will surely arise for Israel the dawning of a new day, a new hope, 4_ 


brighter future; some field of Anathoth, acquired perhaps under the 
most distressing circumstances, and yet proving to be a spot where

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JEWRY’S THREATENED MILLIONS 


Mass Movement for Colonisation Required

From Dr. J. STEINBERG 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sir,-The threat to the very existence of millions of Jews has now been 
brought bluntly before European public opinion. Ever more clearly the 
best representatives of democratic countries are becoming aware of the 
absolute necessity of finding a new land in which colonisation on a large 
scale for the Jewish masses of Europe can be carried on. 

The unexpected decision of President Roosevelt to call a world conference 
to discuss the problem of Jewish refugees reflects the awakening of human 
conscience on this subject. It would, however, be a grave mistake if the 
Jewish organisations which may come in contact with this conference should 
follow the old paths. It will be useless for them merely to demand greater 
immigration possibilities for individual Jews, just as it is to-day not enough 
merely to demand an open door for Palestine. Such a rare opportunity 
as this conference must be used to state very clearly before the repre- 
sentatives of the various States the necessity for another large and secure 
territory for free Jewish mass colonisation. The more this idea is impressed 
on world public opinion, the easier will be its realisation. 

But in order to do this there must be an absolutely clear conception 
among Jews concerning the scope of the territorial idea. This idea can 
bear fruit only if it leads to a real popular movement. It cannot achieve 
anything if it as left to be developed by philanthropic societies—even the 
best of them. We have behind us considerable experience of Jewish 
colonisation attempts, and we can fairly accurately account for their 
mistakes and failures. 

The biggest undertaking along the old lines was conducted in 
Argentina. It failed to realise the hopes cherished by many, namely. the 
economic reconstruction of the people. The main cause is well known: the 
ica never set out to be a popular movement: it was, rather, a large-scale 
administrative machine. And a machine, even if furnished with enormous 
capital, is incapable of providing a substitute for the creative energy of 
the masses. This simple truth has been proved a second time in another 
country, where there was also plenty of capital and even the support of a 
Government—in Biro-Bidjan. In spite of all the apparent advantages, in 
spite even of the promise of a Jewish Republic, Biro-Bidjan has been a 
failure. 

What was the reason’ It was because the work was directed by a power- 
ful bureaucratic machine—the Bolshevik Government. The stronger the 
Government leadership im such undertakings, the weaker must be the 
initiative and will of the masses. The bureaucratic machine alone was 
sufficient to cripple the organic growth of a new land. Strange as it may 
seem, there was in reality no deep-rooted difference between the system 
adopted in the case of Biro-Bidjan and that of the Ica. 

Ihe colonisation of Palestine: was of an entirely different character. 
From the very beginning, it sprang from a strong wave of Jewish national! 
and humanitarian feeling. It built up gradually a popular organisation 
to do the work. The Zionist Movement has developed the land step by 
Step. using the creative energy of the youth and always under the control 
of the Jewish people. But even here in the great Palestinian programme 
there was something missing——the systematic planning of colonisation. The 
reasons are obvious: no such systematic plan was possible because the 
Movement developed gradually from the masses, and every forward step 


from the beginning was uncertain and experimental. Only when the. 


foundations had been laid did the forms of the economic system which 
was being created begin to be crystallised. It ts unnecessary to pornt 
out how strongly such a situation hinders the work, when the world around 
resounds with the talk of so many “ year plans.” 

If the Jewish people is to start on a new colonisation activity, the new 

Freeland’ movement will have to profit by the experiences of earlier 
attempts. A detailed plan, worked out in every branch, must be put to 
the Jewish masses before their support is asked for. The kind of Jewish 
Community that it is proposed to create, what economic positions must 
he the first to be established. what will be the relation of agriculture 
to crafts, industry, and cultural activities—all this must be made clear. 
(he latest technical developments will save much human labour, and a 
-ocial planning can greatly ease the hardships of the colonists. The plan 
would have to regulate the stream of Jewish men and women who will go 
‘o the new land. Jewish vouth will have to undertake the great pioncer 
ork. We all hate the so-called national “labour camps” that are being 
created in Fascist countries so as to stifle the social and spiritual energy 
of the people. But we would welcome voluntary Jewish working Com- 
munities which would “prepare a new land” and create a new Jewish 
-ettlement on the basis of planned labour. are 

All this cannot be carried on by any philanthropic organisation, old 
or new. It can only succeed if it is the result of a real Jewish mass 
movement. Organisations engaged in helping our suffering brethren have 
earned the deep respect of all, and ther leaders have, by their skill and 
understanding, reduced the sufferings of the Jewish people during the last 
‘ears. Such experrence and organisation would be of great use in any new 
-olonisation scheme. But charitable organisations, of course, cannot supply 
the drive and spirit which only a popular mass Movement can provice. 

lt would be a terrible mistake if the Jewish Community let itself be 
carried away by panic and refused to build a new colonisation enterprise on 
the basis of a popular movement. The fatal consequences would soon be 
apparent. To-day. a time of the greatest distress, we must build solidly 
and with a view to the future. There is no doubt that, among the hundreds 
of thousands of Jews that are prepared to migrate, there are countless 
men of character. of constructive thought, of great vitality. it is to these 
men that the “ Freeland ” movement must appeal, to lay together with them 
the fouridations—-economic, political, and spiritual-—-of a new Jewish 
( ommunity. 

What we need to-day is inspiration—as deep as Jewish sufferings and as 
creat as Jewish history. Such inspiration can be born within the Jewish 
masses if the right mass movement is created.

LEAGUE COUNCIL AND REFUGEES 


Unification Scheme Adopted 


NANSEN OFFICE AND MALCOLM COMMISSION 


The Council of the League of Nations iast week adopted the report 
of the Consultative Committee on Refugees, and decided to establish 
a single organisation to deal with all the refugees. Any Government 
wishing to be represented on the proposed organisation will be asked 
to send a representative. 

M. Avenol, the Secretary-General of the League of Nations, has 
been instructed by the Council to hold consultations with the President 
of the Nansen Office and with Sir Neill Malcolm, High Commissioner 
for Refugees from Germany, in order to work out a detailed plan for 
amalgamating the two organisations (both of which were due to lapse 
at the end of this year). The plan is to be submitted to the next 
meeting of the Assembly of the League of Nations. 

The Council also adopted the report in favour of extending the com- 
petence of the High Commissioner for Refugees from Germany to 
include refugees from Austria. Sir Neill Malcolm was authorised to 
submit to the next meeting of the Assembly a report on the position 
of Austrian refugees and on the results of his consultations with the 
interested Governments on this question. 

M. Petrescu-Comnen, the Rumanian Minister for Foreign Affairs. 
utilised the debate for dragging in the question of Jewish emigration. 
M. Komarnicki (Poland) urged that efforts be made to solve the 
problem of the settlement of Jews in countries where they could find 
normal conditions of economic and social development. 


U.S. BUDGETING FOR WORLD CONFERENC? 


Ex-Refugees Commissioner's Appointment 


President Roosevelt's Committee for Refugees held a meeting in 
Washington last Tuesday. Mr. James McDonald, former High Com- 
missioner for Refugees from Germany, was elected Chairman. Th: 
State Department has announced the appointment of two Depariment 
officials, Messrs. Robert Pell and George Brandt, as assistants to Mr. 
Myron Taylor, the United States delegate to the Internatiors! 
Conference at Evian. 

President Rooseveli last week submitted to Congress an estimate f_r 
72,500 dollars for expenses in connection with the American Inter- 
national plan to aid refugees. 

An Argentine Jewish delegation, headed by Dr. N. Rapoport and 
Senor M. Regalsky, has paid a visit to the United States Ambassador 
in Buenos Aires to ask him to convey to President Roosevelt the thanks 
of Argentine Jewry for his effort on behalf of the refugees. The 
delegation assured the Ambassador that the Jews in Argentine were 
ready to raise funds to assist in the work of accommodating the Jewish 
refugees in new homes. 


AMERICAN AID 


The American Society for Race Tolerance. New York. has 
announced a campaign to aid the victims of racial persecution. The 
Society has pledged its support for the programme outlined by 
President Roosevelt. 

Declaring that “there is grave need for means with which to lead 
the victims of oppression tnto avenues of hope and providing them 
with an opportunity to make a livelihood,” Mr. Harold L. Ickes, the 
Secretary for the Interior, has tssued a statement calling on the peoples 
of the United States to atd the $450,000 drive of the American “* Ort” 
Federation. 

The New York HERALD TRIBUNE States that since Hitler assumed 
power 55,000 refugees from Germany had entered the United States, 
About 1,100 German immigrants had been entering the country every 
month since January, 1933. 


APPEAL FOR AUSTRIAN JEWRY 
Saving the Young 


Lord Reading, Chairman of the Council for German Jewry, presided 
at a meeting of members held last week at 119, Hamilton Terrace, the 
home of Mr. Gustave Tuck. Methods of supporting the Appeal for 
Austrian Jews were discussed. 

Lord Reading said the appeal for the Austrian Jews had had to be made 
on the heels of successive apnveals for the Jews of Germany: and it had 
been felt that the machinery for dealing with the German Jewish situation 
should be used to promote the new appeal. They had to secure that large 
numbers of completely destitute Jews in Austria were kept alive, and they 
had to initiate a plan so that some of the Jews from that country could 
be enabled to make a fresh start elsewhere. The tragedy that had over- 
taken their Austrian brethren had completely overwhelmed those who had 
honed for some modification of the rmgorous Nazi programme. Those 
hopes were now rudely and finally shattered. The problem of Jewish 
migration had now reached such dimensions that it was impossible for the 
Jewish people themselves to handle it. It was impossible for the entire 
Jewish population of Austria to emigrate. He believed that the main 
strength of their effort ought to be concentrated on the emigration of 
the young. 

Mr. Simon Marks, the Chief Rabbi, and Haham Dr. Moses Gaster also 
spoke. Mr. Gustave Tuck announced that £3,800 had been collected from 
members of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue. 


The Belgian Minister of Justice has issued an announcement that the Govern- 
ment has decided to strengthen its frontier patrols, and that every alien who 
enters the country illegally will be deported forthwith. 

The Mexican Department of the Interior last week issued an official 
denial of a report that 500 Austrian refugees had left for Mexico. In 
denying the report, the Department states that Mexico does not want 
new competitors for its workers and merchants, but adds that “for the 
politically persecuted who can show clearly that their lives are endangered, 
our country is always ready generously to open its doors.

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THE PRIESTLY BENEDICTION 


From Mr. LIONEL L. COHEN 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sik.—In your reports of the proceedings at the annual general meetings of 
the Constituents of the United Synagogue, held on the 8th inst., there 
appears a record of a resolution on the Priestly Benediction discussed at 
the Hampstead Synagogue. 

I beg to point out that such a resolution was ulira vires. In the constitu- 
tion of the United Synagogue, it is laid down that all decisions on matters 
of ritual must be decided by the Chief Rabbi and it is not within the power 
of the Council nor Boards of Management nor members of the Synagogue 
to make decisions on points of religious practice. 

The discussion itself appears to have followed peculiar lines. Various 
laymen seem to have taken it upon themselves to assume the functions of a 
Beth Din and give religious interpretations and rulings, with the result that 
m the absence of a real knowledge of the Hebrew law on the subject, they 
introduced the question of the character of the individual Cohen which has 
no bearing on the matter. 

This question, along with a number of others, was submitted by the late 
Minister of the Hampstead Synagogue at a four-day conference of the 
Ministers of the Metropolitan and Provincial Congregations, held on 
May 16th to 19th, 5652, 1892, under the Presidency of the late Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. Hermann Adler, who thereafter circulated a detailed reply, published by 
Wertheimer Lea, and Co., which was circulated on June 23rd, 5652, 1892, 
to the Metropolitan and Provincial Congregations under his jurisdiction, with 
regard to the modifications in the ritual suggested by the Board of Manage- 
ment of the Central, New West End, Borough, and Hampstead Synagogues. 

Ihe following are verbatim extracts from the report (page 4): 

“ The following principle has guided me in my decisions. I have given my 
sanction to those alterations which do not violate any statute (Din) of traditional 
Judaism, and which do not affect our statutory Liturgy. I have accorded my 
assent to these propositions in consequence of the communication you made to 
me, which was emphatically endorsed by vour Ministers, that such modifications 
mm the ritual were earnestly desired by a majority of your members, who have 
expressed their opinion on the subject.” 


Paragraph XXXI1(H.3) (mage 14). 


“ The sacred rite of S'35S ASIA must be preserved. Every endeavour 
should be made to invest this act with befitting impressiveness. The introductory 

lessing and every word of the Benediction should be solemnly recited by the 
Cohanim. It ts advisable that the Cohanim ot a Congregation meet together priv 
to the Festival, so that they may practise the recital of the words in unison.” 

“ | grieve to learn that in some Congregations the practice of this rite has 
beerr permitted to fall mto abeyance, owing to the circumstance cither that the 
Cohen is not held or that he does not hold himself worthy to pronounce the 
Blessing. This idea rests on a misconception. It is not the Cohen who personally 
blesses the congregation. He, im virtue of his descent from the High Priests, is 
called upon to pronounce the words of the Benediction set down for him. It is 
only God Himself, the Source of all temporal welfare and spiritual happiness, who 
can bestow a blessing.” 

it is therefore clear that the absence of the Priestly Benediction at the 
Hiamostead Synagogue is based on a misconception, and is a neglect upon 
the part of the Synagogue authorities and the Cohanim not performing 
their duties. 

[here 1s no question of a resolution on the matter. 
to perform this sacred rite, it is the duty of those conducting the service 
to afford him every facility of so doing and no Warden or Board of 
Management has the authority to prevent him. 

About twenty years ago, a similar attempt was made to abolish the 
Duchan at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, and all the Cohanim absented 
themselves from that part of the service. with the exception of one Cohen. 
who insisted on his privilege in accordance with the ritual. I may say that 
Duchan takes place at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue and the solemnity of 
the service 1s appreciated by the large congregations who invariably attend. 
The fact that Duchan has not been observed for forty-six years at the 
Hamostead Synagogue does not,.in itself create a Minhag. What it does 
show 18 open defiance of ecclesiastical authority and. violation of the con- 
stitution of the United Synagogue. I fail to understand the complete silence 
on the part of the Minister of that Synagogue when asked for a ruling on 
the matier. 

| hope that the Hon. Officers of the United Synagogue will take the 
necessary steps to have the authority of the Ecclesiastical Authority upheld, 
and in view of the approaching Festivals, they will take the earliest 
opportunity to have the minutes of the proceedings of the Hampstead 
Synagogue relative to this matter expunged, and instructions sent to the 
Hon. Officers of the Synagogue concerned to afford facilities for the 
observance of the sacred rite of any Cohen wishing to observe it. 

May.1. in conclusion, hope that the Cohanim who desire to exercise this 
rite will meet together at an early date to practise this blessing, so that it 
could be rendered decorously and with due solemnity!

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JEWISH MEMORIAL COUNCIL 


Close Contact With the Dominions 
REDUCED REVENUE 


Ma. Lions. De ROTHSCHILD, O.B.E., the President of the Jewish 
Memorial Council, presided on Wednesday evening over a meeting of 
the Council at Woburn House. 


After Mr. de Rothschild had opened the meeting with a tribute to the 
late Mr. B. A. Fersht, the late Secretary of the Council, Sin Ropert WaALey 
Couen, K.B.E., Chairman of the Executive Committee. moved the adoption 
of the Executive Committee's annual report, which stated that the work of 
the Central Committee for Jewish Education continued to expand. Fresh 
applications for educational grants constantly presented themselves, as well 
as many new requests for the Director's guidance. The Director had been 
in close touch with the Dominions and there had been more than the usual 
amount of correspondence with them. He was in communication at the 
present time with the Cape Committee of the South African Board of 
‘ewish Education with regard to the appointment of an inspector of 
education. 

(he fear that the revenue from the London Shechita Board surplus and 
from the tax on tombstones would be reduced had unhappily been realised. 
lhe amount in 1936 was £4,514, and in 1937 only £2,661. This was due in 
ome part to the decrease in the Shechita Board's surplus, but mainly to the

At Woburn House last Sunday, Dr. E. Bernstein. Headmaster of the 
lews’ Free Boys’ School. delivered the first of the series of addresses which 
ihe Lodge is arranging in connection with its investigation of the various 
phases of the Jewish youth problem.

Although he is only twenty-four years of age, Rabbi Hillel Medalie 
(son of the Chief Rabbi of Moscow) who is now paying a visit to 
London in order to continue his studies, 
is a remarkable young man in many ways 
(writes a representative of THe Jews 
CHRONICLE). 

He has an immense ‘ knowledge of the 
Talmud, and also as a modernist he writes 
fine Hebrew poetry on the Jewish National 
revival and on other subjects of spiritual 
interest ; he is a secular scholar of no mean 
attainments and, to crown all, is a notable 
Orator. 

Rabbi Hillel Medalic, who is a prominent 
member of the Tel-Aviv Branch of the Young 
Israel Orthodox Organisation, which has its 
headquarters in New York, is engaged on the 
gigantic task of compiling an encyclopedia in 
Hebrew, which will include a careful analysis 
of every one of the characters recorded ‘in 
‘T'2''F, together with an examination of the different interpretations of those 
characters, which have been given by the Rabbis down the ages. 

** IT want to show,’ said the young Rabbi, ** how the psychological reaction 
towards these characters has changed in the various epochs of Jewish history. 
I shall try to live through each epoch both with the characters and the com- 
mentators on them. | have now worked on this encyclopedia for two years, 
and | hope to finish it in six years’ time.”’ 

From the talk which I had with him, [found it evident that Rabbi Medalie 
is very well fitted to undertake this important piece of work. He holds 
Semicha from those great Gaonim, Rabbi Isser Zalman Melzer and Rabbi Dr. 
Herzog, Chiet Rabbi of Palestine, and he is a keen student of psychology. He 


has come to England to study for a high university degree, and to do research 
work at the British Museum.

GRADUATES vy. BAYSWATER 
Inter-Debate on Freedom of the Press 


On Sunday evening, at the Kingsley Hotel, Bloomsbury, the Jewish 
Graduates’ Association were hosts to the Bayswater Society, when an inter- 
debate was held on the motion : **That the Freedom of the Press is a Myth.”’ 
The debate reached an exceedingly high standard, the principal speakers being 
Messrs. A. L. Phillips and F. Cardoza (Bayswater) for the motion, and Miss 
Judith Rosenfield and Mr. M. P. Solomon (Graduates) against. 

Mr. John M. Shattesley, who was the guest Chairman, and the members of 
the Bayswater Society were welcomed by Mr. H. Sainer, a member of the 
Executive of the Graduates. 

Mr. Phillips (Bayswater) opened the debate by contending that the Press of 
this country was not free in so far as there were many legal and non-legal 
restrictions against it. He quoted many of the Acts of Parliament, and cited 
cases of individual.action which had placed a brake on freedom. Many of 
these restrictions were, in his opinion, unjustifiable interference with the liberty 
of the Press. Several responsible journalists in this country had complained 
of the restrictions against Press freedom. 

Miss Rosenfield (Graduates), in opposing the motion, said it was foolish to 
Suggest that the Press had no freedom. Generally speaking, there was no 
attempt to muzzle the Press in this country. Some papers did not care two 
hoots about restrictions or Government censorship, and published their views 
quite freely. So far as the British Empire, France, America, the Scandanavian 
countries, and perhaps India, were concerned, there was freedom of the Press. 
There were certain restrictions, but these were in common with the ordinary 
lawful restrictions against possible wrongs by any individual citizen. 

Mr. Cardoza (Bayswater) seconded the motion, and Mr. 
(Graduates) seconded for the opposition. 

The following took part in the debate: Drs. Bard and Lewis. the Rev. L. 
Bryll, Messrs. Shane, Fink, Peck, M. Singer, H. Sainer, Davis, Bramwych. W. 
Olivestone, Fidlan, and the Misses Fainstone and Evelyn Fineterg. Ona 
recount following a tie, the motion was lost by 33 votes to 35. 

Thanks were accorded to the speakers by Mr. H. Sainer, and to the Chair-

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JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS 


Appeal for £80,000 to be Launched 
WHY THE MONEY IS NEEDED 
Tribute to the Late Sir Leonard Cohen 


A special meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on 
Monday, followed by the ordinary monthly meeting, at the offices o! 
the Board, 127, Middlesex Street, Bishopsgate, E. 

At the special meeting, the President, Miss Hannan F. Conen, O.B.F., 
moved a vote of condolence with Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, K.C., and the 
other members of the family, on the death of Sir Leonard Lionel Cohen. 
K.C.V.0., who had been President of the Board from 1900 to 1920. Sir 
Leonard, said Miss Cohen, possessed in outstanding degree the qualities 
which went to make up judgment. He had a wonderful sense of fairness 
and common sense. He had a dislike of abstract theory, and a sure instinct 
for what was practicable and possible. He was an ideal Chairman with a 
firm grip of the essential point, a capacity to seize at once on any new and 
relevant factor, and the talent to sum up and formulate unerringly the 
conclusion which best expressed the view of the majority. Varied as were 
his activities and his interests, the Board held pride of place among them. 

Mr. ARTHUR StifBeL said that great as Sir Leonard Cohen's other services 
to the Board were, perhaps his greatest service was that during the time ot 
the stress of war he had managed to preserve so much of the Board's work. 
The Rev. MicHart Apter, D.S.O., who said that he had had the honour 
of being Minister of the Congregation of which Sir Leonard Cohen's father 
was practically the founder, described him as a perfect Englishman, who, 
at the same time, never forgot his devotion to his Community. 

[he Presipent then moved the following resolution, which was carried, 
the members standing as a mark of their respect: 

The Jewish Board of Guardians desires to place on record its deep sorrow at 
the death, on April 10th, 1938, of Sir Leonard Lionel Cohen, K.C.V.O., a member 
of the Board from 1888 to 1938, and President from 1900 to 1920. Sir Leonard 
Cohen had intimate personal knowledge of every department of the Board 
Before assuming the Presidency, he had served as Chairman of the Fixed 
Allowance and Almshouses Commiutices: he had audited the accounts and signed 
the balance-sheet in 1896, and he had improvised and carried out with exemplary 
promptitude and masterly grasp of detail the arrangements for the reception 
and disposal of the immigrant refugees from South Africa in 1899. His Presidency 
covered: the difficult period of the War: he brought to all problems a sound 
judgment and a far-secing and statesmanlike outlook: his conduct of busines: 
was marked by a clear grasp of essentials, and an wnerring sense of the crucial 
poimt at issue, whilst his dignity of manner and invariable courtesy set a lofty 
tone m any gathering over which he presided. By his personal qualities, his 
appreciation of good work, and his constant encouragement, he endeared himself 
both to his colleagues and to the permanent stall. His position in the Anglo- 
Jewrsh Community and in the public life of London reflected distinction on the 
charity with which he was so long associated, and by which his aims and _ his 
methods will long be remembered as an inspiration and example 


Certificate for Bravery 


When the monthly meeting opened (writes a representative of THe Jewrsn 
CHRONICLE). the President presented to Miss Minnie Lewis a certificate of 
the Royal Humane Society, which had been awarded to her for rescuing 
two children from the sea at Bexhill in August last. 

Ihe meeting agreed to the recommendation of the Executive Committee 
that Mr. L. J. Rozelaar be co-opted a member of the Board. 

Ihe President reported the receipt of a letter from the Visitation Com- 
mittee recommending the establishment of a hostel for young men. A 
recommendation received from the Executive was, after an amendment b\ 
Mr. Lousada had been agreed to, adopted. It read: “ The Committee 
expresses the view that the Board ought not to entertain at all the problem 
in so far as it concerns male adults over the age of twenty-one, and that 
with regard. to those under twenty-one, it is not desirable in existing 
circumstances and at the present time (these last five words were added as a 
result of Mr. Lousada’s amendment) to establish an additional institution. 
especially as the authorities are by no means all agreed as to the advantages 
of this solution of the problem.” 

Cor. F. D. Samvuet, D.S.O., Treasurer, submitted the statement of income 
and expenditure for the first quarter of the year, arising out of which 
he referred to the Board’s forthcoming Special Appeal. Their income. 
said Col. Samuel, was down and their expenditure up. Donations wese 
down by about £880. Although Relief Committee grants were down only £66, 
fixed allowances and temporary allowances showed a substantial increase. 
Fixed allowances were up £366 and temporary allowances nearly £250. 
The deficit of £20,000 at the end of 1937 had now. been increased to 
£25,000, and he estimated that their expenditure was at least £5,000 a vear 
more than their income from all sources. It had, therefore, been decided 
to launch a Special Appeal for £80,000. 

Miss COHEN endorsed what Col. Samuel had said. The question, she said. 
with which one was constantly faced was: Why did the Board need all this 
money in view of the social services? In her address at the annual meeting, 
she had set out the reasons why the Board's expenditure had been increased. 
and one of the reasons to which she would draw most emphatic attention, 
m addition to the new services undertaken by the Board for health. for 
German refugees of British birth, and for Boys’ welfare, was the follow- 
ing: Fifty years ago, the Board had said in its printed annual report that 
there was no doubt that their grants, although they refused nobody. were 
insufficient to do real and permanent good, and it was stated at the same 
period that the Board had not enough funds to become a Pension Societ\ 
on a large scale in respect of many persons who were not eligible for State 
pensions. They were now a Pension Society on a large scale and gave such 
grants as were calculated to do real and permanent good. That was the 
real crux of the situation. There were, of course, many other reasons. But 
in giving relief they now did try to give adequate relief.

LIVERPOOL ZIONISTS SECESSION 


Statements from Dr. Harris and Mr. Norton 
**PARTITION MEANS SURRENDER” 


[From our Correspondent} 


The Zionist Movement in Liverpool has been greatly disturbed by 
‘he resignations from office of the President (Dr. I. Harris, J.P.) and 
. Vice-President (Mr. J. Norton) of the local Zionist Central Council 
9 order to join forces with the New Zionist Organisation. The 
-sienations were announced at a meeting of the Council Executive 
ast week. Dr. Harris and Mr. Norton have issued statements giving 
‘cr reasons for taking a step unprecedented in the forty years’ history 
of the local Movement. Dr. Harris states: 

| believe the Movement is suffering from the lack of a clearly- 
defined aim. The conception of Zionism which caused me to join 
the Movement was one that, if it were successful. could hold out the 
hope to a large extent of a solution to the Jewish problem. But 
ihe present state of the Movement, with this hopeless confusion, these 
many voices, these endless resolutions and varying interpretations of 
them, and, above all, no clear aim for all to perceive, has led to 
concession after concession, so as to make the Partition of Palestine 
almost inevitable. 

When the idea of Partition was first mooted. 1, among others, was 
temporarily blinded by the thought of a Jewish State: but, on further 
and careful examination, I realise that Partition would be surrender 
.o far as the Jewish Nation ts concerned. 

in Liverpool generally, feeling has been expressed over and over 
again that, in the interests of unity, anti-Partitionists were muzzled 
while pro-Partitionists were allowed to give free vent to their opinions. 
In this way, tt became almost disloyal to Zionism to express views 
against Partition. We do not impute anything other than the highest 
motives to the desire of the Zionist leadership to serve their people. 
But | feel that loyalty to them in terms of lip-service alone is a grave 
offence against the Jewish people. I have no local grievance whatso- 
ever. There are no other reasons for the split than those in which the 
main issue 1s involved. 

Lastly, I turn to the New Zionist Organisation because I am not in 
favour of forming a hostile group within the old Zionist Organisation. 
| believe in a powerful organisation to fight Partition with a completel,

If we have 
no claims to hospitality in other countries, our right to Palestine 
innot be denied.

Need for Zionist Solidarity 


From the Rev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM 


(Chairman of Executive, Zionist Federation) 
To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sik,--I consider it most unfair of Rabbi Rabinowitz, in his letter in your 
journal of May 6th, to quote half a sentence and to make comments on 
it. Rabbi Rabinowitz quotes from my letter the following words: “ that 
| opposed the main recommendations of the Peel Commission,” but he 
omits to quote the rest of that sentence, which states: “at the recent 
meeting of the Actions Committee I spoke against the principle of Partition 
on the lines of my speech at the last Congress.” 

All the arguments used by Rabbi Rabinowitz in his letter against Partition 
were embodied in my Congress speech, now printed in full in the steno- 
graphical protocol. Since the Congress, | have not changed my mind in 
the least. At every public meeting, when | have had an opportunity, ! 
have spoken against the principle of Partition, as I did at the last session 
of the Actions Committee, and if Rabbi Rabinowitz is wondering how | can 
write in the manner which | do, | want to remind him that it is in the same 
vein that Mr. Ussishkin delivered his closing speech at the last session 
of the Actions Committee. In the official bulletin of the Actions Com- 
mittee and in the New Jupra, Mr. Ussishkin is reported to have stated 
(and, indeed, | was present and heard him say it) that they all came to 
London with great apprehensions owing to the critical situation and the 
tension within the Zionist Movement. He was very glad to say that after 
five days of deliberations they were departing in a mood of calm and 
peace. Both those who envisaged the solution of our problem in the 
establishment of a Jewish State, and those for whom the solution seems 
to be only the continuation of the Mandate, need not lose hope. The

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fear that those Zionists who voted in favour of the Congress resolutions 
were ready to accept the Peel Partition scheme, or even less, had proved 
to be entirely unfounded. They were assured that, thanks to the efforts 
of Dr. Weizmann, to whom he paid a tribute, any Partition scheme to be 
submitted to the next Congress would have to be a better one than that 
recommended by the Pecl Commission. This makes things more difficult 
for the “ neinsagers ” to whom he belonged, but is in itself satisfactory. 

Rabbi Rabinowitz repeats his criticism that attempts were mace at the 
Actions Committee to make Mr. Ussishkin “toe the line.” I ask Rabbi 
Rabinowitz, who was not present at the Actions Committee, is it fair 
to exaggerate the importance of statements uttered at the Actions Com- 
mittee by one or two indivdual members, for whose remarks the Actions 
Committee was not responsible? In point of fact, the main resolution 
of the Political Committee appointed by the Actions Committee, uncer 
the leadership of Dr. Stephen Wise, was unanimously adopted, and states: 
“ The General Council of the Zionist Organisation unanimously affirms the 
readiness of all sections and groups within the Zionist Movement tor 
harmonious and united co-operation. whilst preserving freedom of discussion 
and the spirit of Zionist solidarity.” 3 

It is perfectly clear that after this Cecision both sices are entitted to 
advocate their opinions (and the annual conference of the Zionist Feccra- 
tion which is meeting on the 2!st and 22nd of this month will provice 
an excellent opportunity for this purpose), but certainly in harmony and in 
united co-operation, and not through the creation of a new organisation, 
at least at present. f am particularly disturbed to hear that the attempt 
to create an anti-Partitionist organisation is being proceeded with, with 
the co-operation of some who do not belong to the Zionist Organisation or 
who have left the Zionist Organisation and are anxious to settle “old scores 
with the Zionist leaders. Such an opposition would, in my opinion, only 
contribute to a new split in the Movement, and I am sure that no onc 
would welcome such a development just now when we are passing through 
such a critical time. 

Rabbi Rabinowitz refers to the days of Uganda. I was responsible 
at that time for establishing the opposition in this country to Uganda. 
but even then we did not hasten-—we waited actually until the days when 
the preparations were commenced for the Seventh Congress, when it became 
obvious that a fight on Uganda would be inevitable. When the proposals 
of His Majesty's Government in regard to the future of Palestine will 
become definitely crystallised, it will be time’ enough for us to organise 
ourse'ves in the light of the circumstances which will then prevail: then 
we shall have the right to go to the shekel holders and to the electors 
and fight for our principles. In the meantime every minute is 
valuable to us, and whatever time we have and whatever energy we 
possess must be entirely devoted to practical purposes, to manifest our 
solidarity with the Yishuv and to fortify the Zionist Organisation so that 
it may be able to weather the present storm. A premature internal struggle 
at the present moment can only be conducted at the expense of the vital 
concrete efforts which it is our duty to discharge and which no one who 
has the best interests of the Movement at heart will shirk.

HABONIM CONFERENCE 


Youth Movement Unity Urged 
A SENSE OF RESPONSIBILITY 
The Need for Leaders and Money 


[From our Special Representative] 


Not the least remarkable feature of the Northern Regional con- 
ference of Habonim at the Herzl Moser Institute, Leeds, on Sunday, 
was the way it kept to the time-table laid down. It was also note- 
worthy for the sense of responsibility shown by the delegates and 
iheir readiness to face facts and difficulties as well as opportunitics. 
lt was said by one speaker that the movement was the backbone of 
Argio-Jewish youth, and there is a good deal of truth in the statement. 

The address by the Manhig (Educational Adviser), Dr. L. Morris. 
was the outstanding contribution to the discussion; it was a clear, able. 
almost inspired survey of the position of the youth movement in this 
country in relation to the rest of Europe. Although the matter was 
necessarily gloomy, one felt that the speaker's hope that the youth 
would rise to their opportunity to unite and organise themselves against 
any threat of danger from Fascism, or any other such movement. 
was justified. It says much for the intelligence of the delegates that 
at the conclusion of his thought-provoking address the suggestion 
that there should be no discussion, but that they should first think 
over what he had said, met with hearty approval. It was at his own 
wish that his speech was. discussed. 

Another valuable feature was the discussion on organisation. Many 
participated in this and, as a consequence of the exchange of ideas. 
the Pelagim (groups of branches) will discuss a resolution which seeks 
to achieve a greater measure of co-ordination between the Merkaz 
(Governing Council) and the Northern Region. 

The discussions were on a high level throughout, speakers generally 
having something of value to say and keeping to the point. 
were not afraid of self-criticism. 

Almost every speaker mentioned the difficulty of obtaining Rashim 
(leaders of Gedudim or branches). This is the key to the problem 
of the growth of the movement, and upon its solution depends, in 
large measure, the fulfilment of the hope expressed by the Manhig 
that Habonim would double its membership in the course of the next 
twelve months. 


Financial difficulties, serious though they are, were mentioned but 
not discussed. 


Following the conference, a reception was held at “ Rydal Mount,”

In presenting the provincial report, the Provincial Mazkir (Se 
tarv).

The Leccs BuaKkoach, Mr. Z. Goldstone, said that there Was a Marked 
improvement in aflairs in the North. rhe report did not lay sufficient 
stress on the difficulties there. They had increased the number of 
Pelagim from three to nine or ten, and had great opportunities for 
development. Habonim was no longer a private movement and had 
to face the liabilities connected with its becoming public. English 
Jewish vouth had to face.a greatly increased responsibility and pian 
while they had time. They must not be a loose federation, but a close- 
knit, homogeneous entity. 

A discussion followed, in the course of which it was stated that 
there’ was some ill-feeling between Habonim and the Federation of 
Zionist Youth in Leeds. Later speakers deplored this and said that 
there need be no reason for it and it should be resolved by discussions 
between the two parties. 

A Liverpool delegate said that they were endeavouring to train their 
own Rashim there. London's effort to rope in members of the Fedcra- 
tion of Zionist Youth and other bodies as Rashim was said to have 
been unsuccessful. 

According to another speaker, Habonim was looked upon as pro- 
viding superior social contacts for children and also a certain amount 
of Hebrew knowledge. But “ social butterflies ~ were not wanted. On 
the other hand, it was suggested that the movement lacked: contact 
with the working class. 

Mr. Goldstone replied to the discussion. 


Sout) African Movement and Boy Scouts 


In the afternoon, there was a Hebrew session, which opened with 
an address by the Rev. A. S. Super. A number of delegates took 
part in the discussion which followed. 

Mr. Norman Lurie, the Manhig ‘of South African Habonim, then 
delivered an address on the movement there. He reviewed its history 
and described its special difficulties. He reminded his hearers that 
South Africa was the birthplace of the Boy Scout movement, and 
spoke of the analogy of Habonim with scouting. ‘The Scouts had 
never catered for Jewish youth. Had they done so, Habonim would 
never have come into existence there. They were>now trying to 
create an alinement with the Scout movement: the latter were more 
than sympathetic. He asked what was the position of Habonim in 
England on this issue, and said he hoped to be able to go into the 
matter fully with them. 

The speaker then referred to the place of politics in the movement, 
and said that Habonim was intended to include all Jewish children. 
There was the greatest danger if they identified themselves with politics. 
There was a pessibility of starting a branch of their movement in 
the te yg States. He had received an invitation to go there with that 
in .mind, 


KEY POSITION OF ANGLO-JEWISH YOUTH 
* Failed in Duty to Palestine ” 


_ Dr. Nathan Morris began his address by stressing the necessil) 
ior lacing facts. At the last Habonim conference, five months azo, 
the position of world Jewry was gloomy. It was much worse to-day. 
[here was an orgy of violence and injustice going on all over the 
world. It was impossible to deal a blow at justice and freedom 
anywhere in the world without affecting Jews, who were most sensitive 
to such attacks. 

Even worse than the rape of Austria was the destruction of human 
values going on throughout the world, Speaking of the psychological 
effect on children, he said that millions of children in the heart of 
Europe were being trained in methods of destruction. What kind of 
a world were those children likely to create? 

The only hope for the future lay in the hands of the Anglo-Jewish 
youth. What were they to do? They must first set their own house 
in order: they must show that they could govern themselves. J /hiere 
was a multitude of Jewish youth movements in England with micro- 
scopical differences separating them. Perhaps there was good reason 
for that alarming multitude of organisations. But the interests that 
should unite them were infinitely more important than the things (hat 
divided them. Tentative efforts had been made to bring them togel cr, 
but there was no one group strong enough to give a lead. The only 
one likely to be able to do so in a reasonable period of time was 
Habonim. There was no time for a five-year plan. He wanted 
Habonim to double its membership in one year, so that it could give 
that lead. 

Anglo-Jewry, continued Dr. Morris, was in a key position, and there 
would be an increasing strain on it in future, economically, politically, 
and culturally. To discharge its duty it must organise itself. At 
present, 1t had a benevolent patrician government—all praise to those 
who carried it on—but the price they had to pay for that governmen! 
was a weakened sense of social responsibility on the part of the rest 
of the Community. It was a disservice to the child to surround it 
With such care as to cripple it. That form of government was 10° 
longer fitted to the Community. The youth could help here by 
penetrating into its machinery. 

Anglo-Jewish youth had failed in its duty to Palestine. If there had 
been 10,000 young English Jews in Palestine in 1929 and 1930, it 
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would have made a vast difference during those periods of disturbance. 
Those people would have had not only a constructive value, but a 
political value. They were used to dealing with people of the type who 
formed the British Administration there. This was the eleventh hour. 
Jews were on the defensive and in retreat all over the world. Palestine 
was the only country where there was any possibility of Jewish 
advance. The Jewish people's only answer to hatred and violence 
was. peace and progress. If they must teach the world, they should 
teach by example. Let the Jewish youth concentrate on building in 
Palestine a civilisation based on the principles of justice, humanity, 
and liberty. 


“AS THE OLDER GENERATION DIE OFF—” 
Vast Majority of Youth Outside Zionism 


Professor Selig Brodetsky also addressed the conference, and in the 
course of his remarks he said that there was one problem-—among 
many others—in the life of the Jewish people in England .which had 
sot been satisfactorily solved. That was the problem of the youth. 
The Zionist Organisation was not above criticism for failing to 
Jiscover how to deal with the youth. One important question was 
whether it would be worth while for them to occupy the places of 
the older generation as they died off. Habonim represented an attempt 
overcome these difficulties. 

The fortunately-situated Jews of England, America, and France 
had the opportunity to think clearly about their problems, and they 
must shoulder the burden which other people could not carry. How 
-ould they synthesise what they had to do because of their peculiar 
position and what they had to do as members of the human race? 
When humanity was in the throes of a struggle between Fascism and 
Communism, he felt instinctively that Jews should keep out of it, as 
they kept out of the religious wars of the fourteenth century. They 
could not do that. The only way to preserve civilisation internationally 
was to give to humanity at large a basis of ethics with sanctions 
against those who transgressed the code. 

Ihe vast majority of the Jewish youth, he said, were left untouched 
hy their movement or any other Zionist movement. Zionism in 


~Fnoeland was almost entirely restricted to the lower middle classes. 


Habonim tried to make the individual an important factor of their 
work, whereas other youth movements rather floated above the heads 
of the individual, 

lhe discussion on Dr. Morris's address was then taken, and in the 

urse of it the Chairman, Mr. B. Herman, said he hoped that the 
inion of Young Israel Societies and the Association for Jewish 
Youth. would take Zionists into their ranks, because it was time they 

ised that Zionism was a Jewish issue. 

Replying to the discussion, Dr. Morris said that some of them rather 
hesitated about Jewish nationalism because of the forms nationalism 
had taken on the Continent. There were two nationalisms: that of 
Hitler, which was destructive, and another, based on common suffer- 
ing and achievement in the past and a great ideal to be carried out 
ii the future. That nationalism was a good thing and could do only 
vood, 

He would say to them, if they wanted to work for the Government 
side in the Spanish war: Do so—but do not forget that Jews had 
twenty Spains in Europe. If they wanted to fight Fascism, they should 

‘Ip to build up Palestine, where they could fight the growing Fascism 

the Arabs. It was important that the Jewish State should be of a 
»roper size, but it was more important that it should have a proper 
oul, The fight for democracy was essentially a Jewish fight, for 
judaism was the essence of democracy. There was only one corner 
of the Near East where a democratic State could be established, 
and that corner was Palestine. “ Build up your own democracy in 
Palesune,” he said.

Large crowds gathered round the Young Zionist 
Speakers, and stewards distributed over a hundred thousand leaflets 
to passers-by, while large quantities of literature were sold to peop'e 
In the crowds. 

[he meetings were disturbed by a small but organised group of 
soung Communists. At the meeting at Bloom's Corner, Hanbury 
Street, where there was a crowd of over 300, the organised interrup- 
tion became so violent that about 5 o'clock the police were forced 
to iptervene. The crowd, however, was not deluded by this inter- 
ference, and the stewards were informed by many members of the 
audience that the tactics of the Communists were deeply resented.

Professor Wright on Jewry’s Land Needs 
THE PROBLEM OF THE AUSTRIAN REFUGEES 


A special meeting of the Section was held recently at Stern's Hotel, 
Aldgate. The Chairman of the Section, Mr. Wallace Cash, presided. 

Professor Samson Wright, addressing the meeting, said that the 
officers of the J.N.F. were indebted for the very loyal support given 
them by the Social Section. £2,300 had been collected during the last 
year, and during ten years since the inauguration of the Section a sum 
of £15,000 had been collected by them. There was an interesting 
change, he continued, in the attitude of many of those who five years 
ago associated themselves with the work of the Council for German 
Jewry. At that time, there were many sincere men here who believed 
that the moneys collected in this country for the relief of German 
Jewry should be spent in Germany to maintain and sustain Jewish 
institutions in that country. They believed that the spirit of the Nazi 
regime would change and that it was important to keep German Jewry 
intact in Germany. To-day, they all knew that there was no. future 
whatsoever for the German Jew, except outside Germany, and that 
migration on a large scale was the only possible solution to the problem. 

Some of them had been fortunate enough to go to America and to 
come to this country. But even here, the truth of observation that the 
Jew takes his anti-Semitism with him was unfortunately being demon- 
strated io them. In the medical profession, for instance, 187 German- 
Jewish doctors had been established in this country which had a 
medical register of 60,000 qualified doctors. Some of the refugee 
doctors were doing fairly well, others were just about able to hold 
ther; own and keep alive. And yet they had newspaper articles 
complaining of alien doctors who earned high fees and lived luxurious 
lives. Because of this handful of emigrant doctors, the medical 
profession was declared to be swamped by an invasion of foreigners, 


Land Waiting For Purchase 


[fo-day, they saw that more and more European countries were 
hermetically sealed against the Jew. President Roosevelt, it was true, 
intended to adopt as friendly an attitude towards Jews as his electors 
would permit him. But in actual fact, fifty or sixty thousand Jews 
from Germany who had gone to Palestine and settled there were the 
most satisfied with their lot. Now they had to consider the necessity 
for taking out of Austria twenty-five thousand Jews each year, and they 
had to consider what prospects there were in Palestine for the settle- 
ment of fresh immigrants. It was essential that large tracts of land in 
Palestine should be acquired by the J.N.F. on which to settle the Jewish 
immigrants. They must take the long view of the situation and not be 
content merely with dumping people in Palestine. There was no 
limit to the amount of land that could now be bought by the J.N.F.,

COMDR. LOCKER-LAMPSON ON PALESTINE 
**We Want it Within the Empire ” 


[From our Correspondent} 


“We want Palestine within the British Empire,” said Commander 
Oliver Locker-Lampson, M.P., in his address to the Manchester Zionist 
Association at the Midland Hotel last week. “We hope that 
the greatest achievements of Jewry will be under the Union Jack, and 
that there in Palestine the Jews will be able once again to live their 
own lives in. their own way. The British Government are trustees of 
Jewry by virtue of their undertaking the Mandate, and there is an 
implied obligation in that trust which we must fulfil, I lament the 
defeatist policy of Partition. 

“England ought never to have allowed revolver rule by bandits in 
Palestine. There are many people in Europe who do not want 
Palestine to be a success, and Mussolini, according to reports, has 
spent £30,000 in two years in propaganda in and around Palestine.” 

The speaker urged the opening of Transjordan to Jewish settlement. 
The Colonial Secretary had said last year that there was room for at 
least half-a-million settlers in that country, which was the size of 
England. 

Referring to the tragedy of the Jews in Europe, Commander Locker- 
Lampson said: “ Hitler's treatment of the Jews has given rise to an 
international problem, and it is up to us to see that the Nazi menace 
does not spread. All true Englishmen sympathise with the Jews who 
are oppressed. I come of a family which has always helped the 
oppressed and those who deserve justice. In the end, come what 
may, freedom is going to beat force. I want my Bill to help the 
persecuted Jews who are in sore distress and need extra-territorial 
rights. I give you the toast of “ Death to all dictators and Long Life 
to all liberators.” 

Mr. Israel Sunlight, who presided, said that Jews all over the world 
were grateful beyond measure to Commander Locker-Lampson for his 
energetic support of Zionism and his championship of the oppressed. 

Commander Locker-Lampson told your Correspondent that he 
hopes to fly to Palestine for a short visit in a week or two. 


ZIONIST FEDERATION. CONFERENCE 
Details of Arrangements | 


[COMMUNICATED] 


The thirty-eighth annual conference of the Zionist Federation of 
Great Britain and Ireland, which will meet in London at the Adolph 
Tuck Hall, Woburn House, Upper Woburn Place, W.C., to-morrow 
evening and Sunday, will consist of four sessions. The first session 
will be opened at 10.15 by the Chairman of the Executive Council, the 
Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, and will be devoted to internal problems. The 
Rev. M. L. Perlzweig will move and Mr. Paul Goodman will second 
the adoption of the annual report (which is already in the hands of all 
delegates), and the debate on the report will be held on Sunday 
morning, at 9.30, at the second session, which will conclude with a 
résumé of the activities of the Tarbuth Association. 

The third session of the conference, which will begin at 2.30 on 
Sunday afternoon, and which will continue until seven o'clock, will 
be presided over by Mr. Barnett Janner. This session will be devoted 
to a debate on the political situation in Palestine and Zionism. The 
debate will be preceded by a political address by Professor Selig 
Brodetsky. At the close of this session, the conference will vote on 
the political resolutions which the Executive Council has now placed 
in the hands of delegates. 

An innovation in conference procedure will be provided by the 
closing session which will begin on Sunday evening, at eight o'clock, 
under the Chairmanship of Professor S. Brodetsky, and which will be 
devoted to a review of the critical position of world Jewry. Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann and the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig will deliver special 
addresses dealing, among other things, with the diplomatic work of 
the World Jewish Congress, and providing delegates with an up-to-date 
account of the unprecedented crisis in world Jewry. At this session, 
the conference will also take the opportunity of having a Golden 
Book certificate presented to the Chief Rabbi in commemoration of 
his twenty-five years’ distinguished service as Chief Rabbi of the British 
Empire, and of his devotion to the Zionist ideal. 


SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY IN PALESTINE 


Professor R. Samuel, one of the lecturers at the Hebrew Technical 
Institute, Haifa, lecturing to the Jewish Graduates’ Association on 
“Science and Technology in Palestine,” at the Kingsley Hotel, Hart 
Street, W.C., recently, stressed the need for increasing research 
activities in Palestine. To bring in one or two million Jews into 
such a small country as Palestine, he said, meant a high development of 
technical knowledge; and the development of research activities was 
one of their most important questions at the present moment,

and justice, that it seemed to him that no better future could be assused 


to Palestine but through the country becoming a member State o! the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. 

Mr. Wedgwood said that racial antagonism was not only an attack 
on Jews but also against all pro-liberal sentiment. The British were 
not interested to protect civilised peoples who were able to accom)p!ish 
their own development. The Arabs in Palestine, by conducting a 
constant campaign of terrorism, made themselves such a nuisance to 


the Administration that the Government was ultimately forced to \jeld 
to some of their demands. In the British Parliament, the Arab leaders 
contended that the Jews had many friends and the Arabs practically 
none. That was because the so-called Arab case was an anti-Briiish 
movement. If Palestine were to become either a British Crown Colony 
or a Dominion. the. Jews as British subjects there would be able to 
stand up for their rights as Britishers did all over the world and would, 
no doubt, receive many advantages unobtainable to-day under the 
Mandate. 

He further contended that by converting Palestine into a Crown 
Colony, an opportunity would occur to change the present inefficient 
personnel of the Palestine Administration and replace them with officers 
who were prepared to carry out to the letter the spirit of both the 
Mandate and the Balfour Declaration. 

Mr. M. Schonfeld said the Partition of Palestine might invite an 
invasion by an interested power and they would probably witness a 
repetition of the Austrian debacle in the Near East.

NEW SCHEME TO STOP PARTITION 


A **Non-Arab”’ Moslem’s Proposal 
EXPERIMENTAL PERIOD OF TEN YEARS 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, May 1Sth] 


It is growing increasingly evident that the proposal for the Partition 
of Palestine as a remedy for two years of lawless defiance by a handful 
of Arab politicians and their hired gunmen will not survive the 
uncompromising hostility shown by those sections of the Arab people 
upon whose attitude far more depends than on the complaisance of 
a few Zionist leaders. 

There have been reports during the past week of an alternative pro- 
posal said to have been advanced by a “ non-Arab Moslem personage ™ 
(thought by some to be Mr. H. St. John Philby, who lives at Jeddah, 
in Saudi Arabia) and “supported by the Emir Abdullah.” Under 
this proposal, there would be a “ truce ” during an experimental period 
of ten years, in which a joint Mandate would operate, under British 
auspices, in the united territories of Palestine and Transjordan, Jewish 
immigration would be confined to those areas in which there is at 
present Jewish settlement, and the Jewish population would have a 
guaranteed Parliamentary representation. At the conclusion of the 
period of “truce,” the position would be re-examined to ascertain 
if the two peoples could live together in harmony. This scheme, the 
Arab circles concerned were reported as stating, had far greater merits 
than Partition. 

It is noteworthy in this connection that the PaLtestine Post, which 
has always supported the official attitude of the Jewish Agency Execu- 
tive on Partition, departed from its previously expressed views to the 
extent of saying, in its issue Of May 12th, that “ the Partition scheme 
proposed by the Royal Commission has had a welcome from neither 
Jew nor Arab.” 

The position which will arise should Partition, for some reason or 
other, be discarded by the British Government as an .impracticable 
policy can well bear examination, even at this stage of uncertainty 
as to future decisions. 

The principal. premise among those who oppose Partition for Zionist 
reasons 1s that the Mandate must be continued. Great Britain must 
not depart from the obligations it assumed to establish, under League 
guardianship, a Jewish National Home in Palestine; and even if 
2,000,000 Jews could settle in a Jewish State in fifteen or twenty years, 
that would still be far from the basis of a National Home as envisaged 
by the British Cabinet when it accepted the Mandate. Moreover, in 
an age when small nations are being gulped down by authoritarian 
Powers, 11 would be folly to assume any remarkable qualities of 
endurance or resistance by a tiny people in an attenuated Eretz Yisrael. 


Need for Large Jewish Population 
An essential condition, therefore, is the creation of a large Jewish 


population in Palestine. There has been one (if not more than one) 


attempt at a betrayal of the obligations undertaken towards the 
Jewish people, and no sense of security can be entertained so long as 
the Yishuv remains at its present numerical disadvantage. Inferentially, 
the continuance of the Mandate must be accompanied by renewed 
documentary guarantees of the inviolability of the original promise to 
world Jewry. 

It has been argued that the Mandate has been shown to be unwork- 
able, and that no basis exists for Arab-Jewish co-operation, which 
is vital to a further Mandatory regime. Viewing the circumstances in 
the past, this argument ts very far from proved. Even now, prominent 
Arabs and Moslems are said to be seeking an alternative to Partition 
in the form of a modified Mandate involving an understanding with the 
Jews; and there should certainly be some ground for negotiations 
to secure Jewish advantages along such lines. Obviously, the suggested 
proposals mentioned above are maximum Arab demands, and would 
have to be considerably modified to permit of reasonable Jewish 
expansion. 

Because of the noise made by the Arab extremists. it has been 
assumed on many sides that every Arab in Palestine is at loggerheads, 
physically and mentally, with every Jew. That is not the case, however. 
Here, for instance, is one example of Arab-Jewish friendship. 

On the map of Northern Palestine is a “ peninsula” of territory 
which thrusts itself north of Lake Huleh (or Meron) into the Lebanon. 
south-west of Mount Hermon—an area which was ceded to Palestine 
under the Sykes-Picot Treaty of 1920. It is no secret that Palestine 
gained that territory because there were Jewish settlements in that 
corner at the time. 

It is a fact that, since the Tel-Hai-Beduin peace pact of 1921, there 
has not been a single attack on Metullah, Tel-Hai, or Kfar Giladi by 
the neighbouring Arab villagers and Beduin tribes. On the contrary, 
if a peaceable quarter of the country can be said to exist, it is in that 
district. All three places have been unscathed for some sixteen years: 
they were not attacked in 1929 nor since the 1936 disturbances began. 
Jews and Arabs there are on the best of terms. Surely a lesson can 
be learned from such authentic experience and the principle involved 
be extended to the rest of the land. 


SOLDIER KILLED IN AMBUSH 
Heavy Casualties Inflicted on Arabs 


Two soldiers of the West Kent Regiment were seriously wounded on 
Saturday when Arabs fired shots at a detachment of police and troops 
on the Acre-Safed road. The detachment had searched the Arab village 
Tamra, where they discovered a large quantity of rifles and ammuni- 
tion, and also effected numerous arrests.

PRESIDENT’S WARNING ON DEFENCE 
Change in Anti-Semitic Technique

A Ludicrous Nazi “ Institute ” 


Mr. Laski read some observations which Mr. Montefiore had 

forwarded. They would remember, he said, that some time ago the 
German Government established what they called the Institute for the 
Study of the Jewish Question. The scientific nature of its researches 
was well illustrated by the statements which appeared in ils official 
bulletin, published weekly. In the issue of April 22nd, they learnt that 
among Jewish journalists in this country who were notorious for their 
hostility towards Nazism was Herbert Sidebotham, “ who only wrote 
anti-German articles,’ William Hickey, of the Dairy Express, and 
Stephen Pembroke (who had to leave Germany owing to his oul- 
spokenness). Sir John Ellerman, they also learnt, was a Jew, and the 
Directors of THe Jewish CHRONICLE would, no doubt, be pleased to 
learn that the paper was owned by Mr. R. D. Blumenfeld. That 
gentleman, it appeared, had a black list on which anybody who wrote 
against the Jews was placed and could never thereafter get any emplo)- 
ment on an English newspaper. 
_ In the issue of the following week would be found some more 
interesting information as to who were the real rulers of the English 
Press. They were told that no less than 80 per cent. of the advertising 
firms in this country were Jewish, and that they dictated the policy o! 
English newspapers, They were also informed that the family of Mr. 
Montefiore were the proprietors of Woolworths, and that the firm of 
W. H. Smith and Sons was, on March 18th, expressly ordered by the 
Chief Rabbi to place in the most prominent position in all their stalls 
and shops his new edition of the Pentateuch, 
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‘Those statements were so ludicrous as merely to excite their con- 
tempt, but it must not be forgotten that they were the considered 
statements of an institute officially sponsored by the Nazi regime, and 
whose bulletins were circulated throughout the world and provided 
antiJewish munition and material in every country. It afforded 
evidence of the depths to which a country had sunk which at one time 
was so proud of its scientific precision in every field of activity. 


“ Trading with the Enemy ”

Rasst Dr. Samurt Datcues (Leeds, Beth Hamedrash) suggested; in 
reference especially to the situation of the Jews in Germany and 
Austria, the holding of a Day of Praver and Intercession in all the 
Jewish Communities throughout the British Empire. 

After further discussion, the Presipent, referring to the League 
meetings at Geneva, said there was no one on the Committee who was 
able to spare the time and accompany their Secretary. That was one 
of the misfortunes of voluntary work of this kind. As to the suggestion 
of prayer meetings, that was a matter upon which he did not feel 
himself, as a purely secular person, entirely competent to speak.

FRANZ WERFEL IN EXILE 


Hlis First Visit to England 


VIEWS ON ISRAEL’S MISSION 
** The Spiritual Leadership for Humanity ”’ 


Herr Franz Werfel, the famous Austrian-Jewish writer, is now 
visiting England for the first time. He came here last week as an 
exile: but, writes a representative 
of THe Jewish CHrRonicce, who 
interviewed. him, his geniality and 
charming courtesy remain un- 
Shaken by catastrophe = and 
revolution. With his blue eyes 
sparkling through thick lenses, he 
speaks in gentle tones yet with 
quiet assurance. 3 

As poet, novelist, and dramatist, 
Herr Werfel’s fame is world-wide. 
Born in Prague in 1890, his work 
had already won recognition 
throughout Germany and the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire before 
the World War. His influence on 
literary life in post-War Vienna 
(where he has lived since 1918) was 
profound, and until yesterday he 
was widely honoured at home and 
abroad as the greatest of living 
German poets. Dr. von Schuschnigg 
conferred on him the highest Order 
the former Austrian Government 
ever gave for artistic merit. 

Herr Werfel explained how the 
course of his literary career had 
developed. “My early lyric poems,” he said, “spoke to the souls of German 
youth of the spiritual unity inherent in the cosmos. Their humanitarian feeling 
made me at one time suspect with the military authorities when the War 
started. For three years | served with the army, and the tragedy of the 
War deeply affected me. Afterwards, I felt the urge to write my dramas 
for the stage as a practical contribution towards the world’s spiritual 
reconstruction.” Enthusiasm for Italian music (he continued) caused him

to write his first noteworthy novel, “ Verdi.” This has led to a musical’ 


renaissance which could be seen reflected, for example, in the English 
Glyndebourne festival this month. Love of Italy also expressed itself in “The 
Pascarella Family.” Then, hatred of war induced him to write “ The Forty 
Davs of Musa Dagh. which ts concerned with the atrocities against 
the Armenians. 


The Specifically Jewish Works 


With regard to his specifically Jewish work, Herr Werfel said: “At 
first | wrote of religion from the metaphysical rather than the strictly Jewish 
standpoint. The first work of mine with a definitely Jewish theme was 
my play. “Queen Esther. In 1923-4 I made a journey to Palestine which 
left a lasting impression on my .mind. Afterwards, I wrote my play, 
‘Paul Among the Jews’ (which was produced in London), a dialectical 
drama of Christian origins. Then, as constantly since, I was occupied 
with the thought of the eternity of Israel and of the meaning of Jewish 
suffering. This same theme of Israel's persecution and survival inspired 
my play, “The Eternal Road, which was translated by Ludwig Lewisohn 
and produced by Max. Rejnhardt in New York last year. 

“ My present thinking.” said Herr Werfel, “is expressed in my newly- 
published novel. “Hearken Unto the Voice, the story of the prophet 
Jeremiah. Ever since my youth the hero of this book has haunted my 
imagination, but only now, in the stress of contemporary events, have 
1 been empowered to deliver my soul.” The author explained that the real 
protagonist of the book was the people of Israel. He pointed to the 
chapter “In the Temple.” where amidst the ruins Jeremiah yet cries * Israel 
lives!” as containing its most essential meaning. 


Special Message for British Jewry 


Replying to a question about his views on the crisis that now confronts 
Jewry and civilisation, Herr Werfel said: “1 am intensely interested in 
Palestine and Zionism. But just because I see the evils of nationalism 
in the modern world, | hope Israel will not strive to imitate other nations. 
That would be the most shameful of all assimilations. I am convinced 
that Israel has a missi®n greater than merely to be a nation like other 
nations. Its destiny is to assume the spiritual leadership for humanity 
and to awaken the conscience for a divine life. A nationality separated 
from religion is no reason for the eternal existence of the Jews.” For 
British Jewry Herr Werfel had a special message. He thought thai the 
remembrance of the political freedom they enjoyed should impress upon 
them a sense of their responsibilities as well as their privileges. Their 
sympathies, too, should enable them to feel deeply for the Jewish people in 
their tragic fate elsewhere. 

Introducing a personal note Herr Werfel said: “I had not hitherto 
myself suffered from anti-Semitism. But 1 feel now that my present 
sufferings are only a part of the sufferings of Israel, which are themselves 
but a part of the sufferings of humanity.” So he came back to the poet's 
mystical intuition of suffering and destiny, and linked them up with !s:ael’s 
homelessness and eternity. “It may well be God's will,” he said,“ that 
persecution should spread still further. Whatever happens, Israel's divinely 
appointed task is always to oppose the forces of materialism. 


Regarding his own future activities, Herr Werfel said that he expected 
to stay here some three weeks before going to France. He found an 
atmosphere in England very near to his heart, he went on, and perhaps 
he might derive inspiration from our life or countryside for a new work. 
It is as a poet—both in prose and in verse—that Herr Werfel most of all 
feels his exile. “ The emigration from his language is for a poet even 
more difficult than the emigration from his land. A poet's words cannot 
always be easily translated, yet I hope that my message may now reach 
many new hearers. In my latest work I have designed a setting for the 
story of Jeremiah, so that the reader is made to behold it through the eyes 
of an English Jew of the present day. Were it to find a response in Jewish 
hearts over here, I should indeed be happy.

New Material Exposes 


Anti-Semitic “ Protocols © 


TSAR’S SHOCK AT “DIRTY METHODS © 
By D. MOWSHOWITCH 


THAT little book, “ The Protocols of the Elders of Zion.” which has 
created so much trouble for the Jewish people, is hardly known to the 
Jews themselves. Indeed, many of the leaders of Jewry in Europe 
only heard about it for the first time in 1920. Anti-Semites themselves, 
for the most part, only know that in it the Jews are accused of all 
sorts of political crimes and subversive activities, and those Jew-baiters 
who try to lay some claim to being at least “ fair” admit that there 
are many who consider the book a groundless forgery. How and when, 
by whom, and for what purposes the book was compiled is known to 
but few people. In this respect, much new material has been. revealed 
by V. L. Burtzev, who recently published the results of his investiga- 
tions on these questions. V. L. Burtzev is a Russian historian and 
political writer. For years he was Editor of a very important Russian 
newspaper, published in Paris, entitled Caust COMMUNE. For many 
years, he has been recognised as the greatest authority on the history 
of the Russian Revolutionary Movement and, in particular, of its 
struggle with the Russian Political Police. He is also the greatest living 
authority on the work of the Secret Police itself, with many of whose 
officers he was in personal contact, especially since the Bolshevik 
Revolution, when he and many of these officers became fellow-exiles 
from Russia. 


In the essays on the Jewish Bogy. written by Lucien Wolf some: 


years ago, the Western European sources of the various accusations 
against the Jews Were very clearly traced... The latest forms of these 
accusations are mostly based on the alleged discovery by the Russian 
“ Professor ~ Nilus of “ Protocols of the Elders of Zion,” translations 
of which have been circulated by the million in practically all European 
languages. As a result, this old Russian forgery has provided a source 
from which most of the present-day anti-Semites take both the form 
and the contents of their anti-Jewish libels. 

In his new book, Burtzev reveals how these Russian Protocols were 
prepared by the agents of the old Russian Secret Police. He has been 
able to find out in what way the Russian Police intended to use them 
and to disclose that the Tsar, despite his anti-Semitism, was shocked 
when he discovered that the Protocols were a forgery and said he did 
not want the “ great purpose "—the suppression of the Jews—to be 
carried out by the “ dirty ” method of forged documents. 

The following are some of the results of Burtzev’s investigations 
regarding the origin of the Protocols. 


ORIGIN OF THE ** PROTOCOLS "’ 


The first published edition of the Protocols appeared in serial form 
between August 28th and September 7th, 1903, in a paper called the 
MOLDAVANIAN, Owned by Kruschevan, the man who organised the 
pogrom in Kishinev in the same year. 

The second edition was published by S. Nilus in 1905 in his book 
“ The Great in the Small, and the Anti-Christ as a near political 
possibility.” In 1907, the Protocols were again printed, in a book 
entitled * Unveiling Speeches—-The Enemies of Mankind.” There were 
several more Russian editions of the Protocols, and they all contain 
contradictory indications as to how the Protocols—which are alleged 
to be the minutes of-a secret Jewish Council—came to be disclosed. 

Princess Radzivill—a member of a very old Russo-Lithuanian 
aristocratic family——saw the manuscript of the Protocols in Paris when 
the agents of the Russian Secret Police were working at it. At that 
.trme, she was in touch with those circles of Russian Society and 
administration who surrounded the then young Russian Tsar Nicolas II. 

Ihe idea of producing a special Russian document for anti-Jewish 
propaganda arose at the time when Alexander IL was killed by the 
bomb of a Terrorist (in 1881). Among the terrorists in those days the 
‘leading members belonged to the Russian nobility, and this fact pro- 
duced a deep impression on Alexander III, the new Tsar who ascended 
the throne in the same year. 

It was a matter of urgency for the reactionary groups of Russian 
Society to persuade Alexander III to persist in his reactionary plans 
and to persuade him that it was not the better-class Russians who 
demanded reforms, but the Jews. One of the Chiefs of the Secret 
Police at the time was General Orszewsky, who undertook the task of 
influencing the Emperor in this direction. The General, who was a 
keen anti-Semite, had vague ideas that in Europe the anti-Semites 
had produced a rich literature on the subject of secret societies, hidden 

sects, Freemasons, and such like, and he sent special agents to Paris 
to collect that material and to mdke appropriate use of it. A document 
was manufactured by the agents and sent to the Police Department. 
But Orszewsky failed to obtain direct access to the Emperor 
(Alexander III) and the document was not used at the time. 


THE JEW AGAIN THE SCAPEGOAT 


After the Japanese war and the revolutionary outbursts of 1905, 
it was again felt to be desirable to persuade the Tsar (Nicolas II) that 
it was not Russian Society but only the Jews who were against 
autocracy, and that it was not so much even the Russian Jews as an 
international Jewish clique who wished to ruin the Church, the Throne, 
and the whole of Holy Russia. The Police Department unearthed the 
Orszewsky document prepared twenty-five years earlier. It was 
obviously out of date (all the material which could be made up out of 
the Dreyfus case, the Japanese war, British support to Japan, and new 
Russo-German relations would have to be added to the original story 
of Jewish intrigue). But the Orszewsky memorandum was recognised 
as suflicient for forming a basis of a new document, and again agents 
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were sent to Paris. The man entrusted with the general supervisjoy of 
this work was the notorious Ratchkovsky—the head of the R, 


espionage service in France. He had the assistance of the iy 
notorious Manasevitch-Manuiloff and of Golovinsky, the al 
“<cholar” and writer of the document. Golovinsky came ee 
Princess Radziwill, who was his mother’s friend. She did not jb oow 
however. that he was on the staff of the Secret Police, but he told her 
that his idea was to prove that the Jews had formed an interna’ oa) 
plot to cause unrest and conquer the world, and that the only remedy 
was to expel all Jews from Russia. At a later date, one oj 
Ratchkovsky'’s collaborators confirmed to Svatikov (a Russian pro. 
fessor. to whom the Provisional Russian Government tn 1917 entrusted 
the task of investigating the activities of the Parts office of the R in 


Secret Police) that the Protocols had been compiled by his orc 

In his memoirs published in the “ Dernitres Nouvelles ” (May. (91) 
» Russian: Cossack officer, a friend of S. Nilus, narrated ho 
documents manufactured by the Russian Secret Police came in 


hands. During a conversation he had with Nilus, the latter showed 
him the original as described by Princess Radziwill and told hin: that 
what he saw were the actual minutes of the secret meeting 0! the 
Elders of Zion. Dr. Schaila (Nilus’s friend) to whom part o! the 


manuscript was read, noticed that it was written in faulty French 
and obviously by Russians. Nilus informed him that the minutes 
had been taken in French and that he had received the manuscript 
through a lady from Ratchkovsky himself. Several friends of Njjus’s, 
among them a Russian Grand Duchess who sought to eliminate trom 
the Emperor's circle the various mystics and religious charlatans who 
surrounded him. thought that by putting the Nilus translation into the 
hands of Nicolas they would find an indirect means of removing those 
mystic influences by directing the Tsar’s mind into a different channel. 
A copy of Nilus’s book did reach the Emperor, but the impression 
made upon him was not decisive enough at first and the various 
mystics (subsequently strengthened by the rise of Rasputin) sull 
remained in the Isar’s circle, 


TSAR NICOLAS I's DISBELIEF 


Up to the beginning of the ‘eighties, anti-Semitism was of |itlé 
importance in Russia. To the masses of the people it was practically 
unknown and even the Russian Government was little affected by 
it. When under Nicolas I an attempt was made to engineer a riiual 
murder case the Emperor simply ordered all proceedings to be stopped. 
He did not believe the story of Jewish secret societies and is al'eged 
to have pointed out on that occasion that if such societies or sects 
had been in existence, there would have certainly been informers to 
betray them. It was only after the accession to the throne ot 
Alexander II], whom the reactionary circles wanted to make adopt 
a definitely autocratic and anti-Semitic policy, that anti-Semitism began 
to be fostered among the masses of the Russian people. 

When Nicolas Il ascended the throne in 1894 there was a general 
expectation that the new reign would be liberal and the efforts ot 
the reactionaries were again directed towards a revival of the Jewish 
bogy. General Ratchkovsky (who began his Secret Police carcer 
in 1884) was still alive and very active. He had at his disposai the 
above-mentioned Golovinsky and several other “experts.” A ver) 
convenient event just about this time was the first Zionist Coneress 
of 1897—an international conference which received wide publicity 
and which formulated a plan for activity for the whole Jewish people. 
Ratchkovsky knew very well that Zionism had nothing to do with 
the Russian Revolution, or any Revolution, and he cleverly avoided 
calling the pamphict The Protocols of the Zionist Elders, but instead 
the * Protocols of the Elders of Zion,” which words gave the impression 
of being concerned with something generally Jewish, but not Zionism. 
A good deal of purely French material was incorporated in his 
pamphlet. Hence the original text was prepared in French and the 
Russian version was only a translation with additions that specially 
suited the requirements of the Russian anti-Semitic campaign. he 
French original text has never been discovered in printed form, and 
all the versions published recently are translations from the Russian. 


PREPARED BY SECRET POLICE 


As is natural in matters of this kind, the preparation of forged 
documents in a department of the Secret Police was not a matter ol 
general knowledge. The people let into the “job” could only bh 
those who belonged to the group of the very highest officers of the 
Ministry of the Interior which had charge of the Secret Police. One 
of the heads of the Ministry, A. A. Lopuchin (Director of the Depart 
ment of Police, 1902-1905, and an intimate collaborator of Plehve. 
the organiser of the Kishinev Pogrom of 1903), confirmed in 1920 that 
the Russian Government was perfectly aware of the fact that the 
Protocols were an invention and a forgery. Manasevitch-Manuioy, 
who was for many years from about 1900 in closest touch with the 
Police Department, emphatically confirmed before the Provisional 
Government Investigation Commission in 1917 that the Protocols were 
a forgery, that the old Government knew it, that it never referred 


to them and never allowed any of its official agents to use them /oF 


their anti-Jewish propaganda. He also confirmed that the principal 
author was Golovinsky, an adventurer, but a skilled journalist, 0 
was in the pay of Ratchkovsky. 

Another member of the Tsarist Government, §. P. Beletzsky, “he 
was Director of the Police Department and subsequently Under- 
Secretary of the Ministry of the Interior (1910-1916), confirmed ‘© 
Burtzev in 1918 that no member of the Government and certainly "° 
responsible official in the Ministry of the Interior ever regarded the 
Protocols otherwise than as a forgery. It is significant of the attitude 
of the Ministries of the Interior and of Justice—the two departments 
which were in charge of the staging of the Beilis case—that no reference 
was made to the Protocols then, although there was no lack of demands 
on the part of various ardent supporters of the Government (hat

NAZI CHECK IN SOUTH AMERICA 


Brazil and Argentina Take Action 
GERMANS ARRESTED FOLLOWING RIO “PUTSCH” 


The Fascist Integralists, whose attempt to overthrow the Brazilian 
(;,overnment last week was defeated, are stated to have had clos: con- 
nections with the German Nazis. It is alleged that large sums of money 
‘ound in the posszssion of Salgado, the Fascist leader, camz from 
Berlin. Among those arrested are over thirty German su jects. 
Recently, President Vargas issued a decree forbidding public 
demonstrations and all political activities by foreigners ind binning 
party uniforms and badges. According to THe Times, in cn: State 
alone, Rio Grande do Sul, there are no fewer than 1,117 German 
schools with 2,845 German teachers, and the Nazi gospel has been 
assiduously preached. The organiser of the Nazis in Porto Alegre, 
Southern Brazil, has been expelled. 

[he Nazi Press, furious at the Brazilian developments, has been 
denouncing the United States as being responsible for the charge that 
the rising was brought about by Nazi intrigues. The Leipzig 
NACHRICHTEN raves that the decrees issued by President Vargas closing 
down foreign organisations are based on “Jewish hatred of Germany ” 
imported from the United States. There are reports that the breaking 
off of diplomatic relations between Germany and Brazil is imminent. 

In Argentina, after an inquiry rev.aing that Nazi organisations 
were conducting schools contrary to Argentinian education liws, 
President Ortiz last wezk empowered the Government to supervise all 
schools controled by foreign groups. The Liberal German TaGeBLatr 
of Buenos Aires reports that the Foreign Minister has asked the 
German Ambassador to dissolve the Nazi organisation in Argentina, 
adding that the Foreign Ministers of Argentina, Brazil, and Chile 
have agreed on a common policy to combat Nazi influence in their 
countries. 

Our correspondent in Buenos Aires writes that twenty German 
schools have alreaiy been closed down. The schools were used, accord- 
ing to the Government, for the “teaching of racial ideologies or the 
inculeation in childrea of habits and beliefs contrary to the laws and 
constitution of Argentina.” 


U.S. ALARM AT NAZI ACTIVITY 


Police Cancel Bund Parades 
“SAVE AMERICA” 


Growing public irritation at the attempts of the German-American 
Bund to spread Nazi doctrines in the U.S.A. has led public officials 
in. several communities to take restrictive action against the Bund, 
reports THE TIMES. : 

At Lendenhurst, Long Island, the police have refused permission 
io the Bund to parade there on June 4th, and at Suffern they made the 
Bund cancel a meeting arranged for the same day. At Babylon, Long 
Island, the Municipal Council is debating the question of public 
parades in which the flags of foreign nations are displayed. 

Mr. Mike Jacobs, the Madison Square Garden promoter, in a letter 
to President Roosevelt, states that he will give 10 per cent. of the net 
profits from the fight between Joe Louis and Max Schmeling to the 
Refugees’ Aid Committee. The non-sectarian Anti-Nazi League had 
threatened to launch a boycott of the fight unless Schmeling turned 
over his share of the gate receipis for the relief of the refugees. 
The League declares that Berlin is to send a “ cheering squad © of 1,000 
Storm Troopers to the United States for the bout, which will-be utilised 
as a means of advertising Nazism. 

The League is calling a nation-wide “ Save America convention in 
New York on Sunday, and one thousand organisations, representing 
every walk in American life, have been invited to send delegates. The 
object of the convention is to revive pride in American ways, and to 
consolidate national forces against the spread of Nazism in the United 
States. 

The fifteenth general convention of the B'nai B'rith, meeting in 
Washington last week, adopted a resolution instructing the Executive 
'O prepare a budget for half a million dollars to fight anti-Semitism 
and anti-Americanism. Addressing the convention, Mr. Alfred Cohen, 
the Honorary President of the Order, denounced the persecution of 
lews and Christians and affirmed that democracy was the sole hope 
of Jews, | 
i Judge James Wallace, of the New York General Sessions, last week 
dismissed the indictment against Mr. Robert Edmondson, the notorious 
antr-Semitic pamphleteer, for libelling the Jewish religion. The Judge 
found that the law did not cover cases of group libel. After denouncing 
Edmondson’s “ fanatical and bigoted” mind, the Judge stated: “We must 
suller a demagogue and charlatan in order to make certain that we do not 
Or restrain an honest commentator.’ 


STORM OVER GOERING DECREE 


Nazis Reject American Protest 
U.S.A. DEFENDS ITS JEWISH CiTIZENS 


lt is reported from Berlin that Germany has rejected the American 
Protest made last week against Field- Marshal Goering’s decree ordering 
foreign as well as German Jews to declare their property in Germany 
'n excess of 5,000 marks. The Reich holds that the U.S.A. protest is 

unjustifiable.” 

Mr. Wilson, the U.S. Ambassador, who handed in the protest, 
described the decree as a violation of the German-American Trade 

reaty, and stated that his Government could not recognise discrimina- 


tory legislation against its citizens. The official German News Agency 
denies that it is a breach of the Treaty. 

The Jewish Tlegraphic Agency states that Sir Nevile Henderson, the 

British Ambassador in Berlin, has been instructed by the British 
Government to ascertain what is the exact scope of the decree. The 
Lithuanian Legation in Berlin has been instructed to make similar 
inquiries on behalf of Lithuanian citizens. 
The ISRAeELITISCHES WocnenstattT, of Zurich, states that the decree 
is a breach of the German-Swiss Treaty of October 31st, 1910, provid- 
ing for the settlement of legal relations between the citizens of both 
countries. 

Writing in the Niruwe RorreaDAMSCHE CouRANT, Professor J. H. 
Verzijl, of Utrecht University, an authority on International Law, 
sharply denounces the provisioas of the new decree. 

“ There is one obvious and important lesson in this expropriation 
procedure,” says the London Stock EXCHANGE Gazette, “ that 
Germany's financial policy has now reached the stage where the 
reliance on large-scale borrowing for the financing of public 
expenditure alone no longer suffices to meet the bill.” 


NAZI RAIDERS IN VIENNA 


Commissioners Run Jewish Businesses 
TRANSFER OF ANTI-JEWISH EXHIBITION 


After a short lull, and in defiance of Gauleiter Buerckel's edict 
against individual terrorism, a new outburst of anti-Jewish hooliganism 
occurred in Vienna this week, according to a Datty Express report. 
A group of thirty Storm Troopers visited the Jewish quarter of 
Leopoldstadt and closed all the Jewish shops in one street, it is 
declared. Several Jews were attacked, and seven subsequently received 
medical treatment, among them two women. Then the Nazis went to a 
free soup kitchen which distributes food to poor Jews, threw out 
the Jews and emptied the soup*in the street. Lastly, they entered a 
Synagogue, turned out the worshippers, and wrecked the interior. The 
Jews called the police, who made several arrests. 

The. DaiLy TeEteGRAPH AND MorNING Post states that on a number 
of occasions when Jews were attacked, disciplinary action was taken 
against the Nazis concerned. Several Storm Troopers are said to be 
under arrest for cutting off the beards of Jews who were leaving a 
Synagogue. An officer who saw a Jew cleaning windows with bleeding 
hands was told by him that two men in uniform in an adjoining café 
had ordered him to do the work and placed corrosive acid in the water. 
The officer went to the café immediately, called out the two men, tore 
off their badges, and told them to report for punishment, 

The “lesal”™ drive against the Jews is also being consistently 
followed up. In accordance with the instructions of the Government, 
all Jewish businesses have now been provided with Nazi commissioners 
who have assumed full charge. They draw high salaries, but refuse 
to allow the Jewish owners to draw anything for themselves. They 
state that they have orders to remain in control for a period of two 
months, in order to determine the exact compensation the Jewish 
owners are to receive for transferring their businesses officially to 
Aryans.” 

Other Government measures are the refusing of foreign currency 
to Jewish firms for importing gooG; or raw material from abroad; and 
the withdrawal from Jews of all licences to sell tobacco and cigarettes. 

Jewish traders have now practically disappeared from all Austrian 
markets. In the provinces, it has become useless for Jews to attempt 
to do any trading. for they are totally boycotted. The fruit and meat 
markets in Vienna have also become judenrein. — 


Streicher Takes a Hand 
But the anti-Jewish campaign would be incomplete without the 


‘expert collaboration of Julius Streicher. And so it has been decided 


that the “anti-Jewish exhibi- 
tion.” which has been held at 
the German Museum in Munich 
since last November its to be 
transferred to Vienna. Streicher 
will perform the opening cere- 
mony about the middle of July. 
A new feature of the exhibition 
will be a special section devoted 
exclusively to the House of 
Rothschild. Streicher is evidently 
much concerned about the Roths- 
childs, for the STUERMER last week 
published an article attacking 
tne Austrian branch of the family. 
The article included a_ photo- 
graph of Baron Louis Rothschild 
(reproduced herewith), who was 
arrested shortly after the Nazi 
conquest of Austria. It shows 
him seven days after his arrest, 
unshaven and without tie or 
collar. This “financial criminal” 
still looks confident of success, 
says the caption. _ But since the 
photograph was taken, it adds 
sadistically, “his assurance has Baron Louis Rothschild in prison 
left him.” 

Early this week, it was reported that Baron Louis had been released. 
An issue of the Vienna KLEINE VOLKSZEITUNG, which contained a 
statement to this effect, was immediately suppressed. His alleged 
release was said to have followed the intervention of a foreign Power. 
The report was later officially denied. 

Writing in THe TiMes last week, the Bishop of Worcester, Dr. 
A. W. T. Perowne, demanded that in any future negotiations with 
Germany, British statesmen should not overlook the inhuman Nazi 
treatment of Jews. “ It seems certain now that conversations will take 
place between our statesmen and the German leaders, and we are 
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all glad that this should be so,” Dr. Perowne writes. “ But vast 
numbers of English people would welcome some assurance that m 
the very forefront of our programme there should be a protest against 
the inhuman treatment that has been officially meted out to Germans 
and Austrians of Jewish blood. If but a tithe of the stories that have 
reached us, apparently well authenticated, are true, it would seem 
impossible for those who will conduct negotiations from our side not 
to refer to such cruelties as have moved the heart of Christian England 
as it has not been moved since the Bulgarian atrocities of last century. 
Surely now is the opportunity for doing something to mitigate the 
terrible hardships that those of Jewish origin are suffering in Central 
Europe.” 

The Czech Government has rejected a plea by a group of French 
Parliamentarians on behalf of the Austrian Jews who are stranded on a 
French tug on the Danube. The Government still refuses to grant the 
refugees permission to land “for reasons of principle.” 


ON THE EVE OF THE CZECH ELECTIONS 


Henlein Nazis’ Ruthless Campaign 
FATE OF 22,000 SUDETEN JEWS IN THE BALANCE 


The attention of the population of Czechoslovakia, writes the Prague 
correspondent of THe Jewish CHRONICLE, is now concentrated on the 
communal elections to take place in Prague on Sunday. and on 
ensuing Sundays in other places. It is interesting to note that of the 
eighteen contesting parties no fewer than four have an anti-Jewish 
programme. 

The Government is now reported to be preparing a law against 
terrorism. The law will be particularly welcomed by the 22,000 Jews 
in the Sudeten district, who are exposed to the full blast of Nazi 
incitement. This, says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, was stressed at 
a conference of the Jewish Party which opened last Sunday in Brno. 
As in Germany, it was declared, the Jews were being forced to liquidate 
their businesses and were flocking into Prague and other cities where 
the Nazi influence was less pronounced. Jew-baiting was also being 
conducted by the Czech Party headed by Deputy Stribrny. 

Speakers at the conference paid warm tribute to the Czech Govern- 
ment which, it was said, was doing all in its power to check anti- 


Jewish propaganda and was confiscating newspapers and leaflets - 


preaching hatred of the Jews. An official statement submitted to the 
conference stated that the Jewish Party “ stands for justice. humanity. 
democracy, and for unreserved loyalty to the Czech Republic.” The 
Party would protect the economic and cultural interests of the Jews 
in Czechoslovakia, and would maintain strict neutrality in matters 
affecting conflicts between other nationalities. 

A conference of German Catholic priests in Bohemia, discussing 
the growth of the Henlein movement among the Sudeten Germans. 
adopted a strong resolution urging the German Catholics not to join 
the Nazis. 

Addressing the Czech House of Commons last week, Herr Jaksch, 
the leader of the Social Democratic Party, warned the Government 
against the dangers of procrastination and further tolerance of 
terrorism in the Sudeten areas. The conditions were such that they 
could be described only as intolerable. “ We call on the Minister of the 
Anterior,” he said, * to cease allowing the loyal and democratic elements 
among the Germans’‘to be fair game for Fascist terrorists.” 

It remains to be seen whether the conciliatory attitude of the Czech 
Government to the Nazis, following on the advice tendered by France 
and Great Britain, will lead to an improvement in the situation. Direct 
negotiations between the Government and the representatives of the 
minorities are to commence shortly. Konrad Henlein, during his 
recent visit to London, ts also said to have adopted a conciliatory tone. 
Perhaps now, seeing that assurances are the order of the day. the 
Sudeten Nazi minority will consider giving an undertaking to safeguard 
the rights of the Jewish minority in the area dominated by Germans. 


NAZI CARLSBAD 


The PraGer MtttaG reports that anti-Semitic propaganda of the 
Henlein Party in Carlsbad, Franzensbad. and Marienbad. the famous 
international health resorts, has led to a decrease of fifty per cent. 
in the number of guests as compared with May of last year. Tourists, 
the paper states, are still cancelling their reservations in large numbers. 

The Vice-Mayor of Carlsbad, Herr Franz Ulberg, has published 
a signed article in the Zeit, the official organ of the Henlein Party. 
in which he states openly that Carlsbad is now becoming the resort 
of the Greater Reich, and expresses the hope that it would be merged 
with Germany “ in practice.” 

Alarmed at the drop in the number of visitors, owners of the hotels 
and businesses in Carlsbad, Marienbad, and other spas have prevailed 
upon the local Mayors to issue statements that the Bohemian spas are 
not under Nazi control and that Jews are welcome there. 


Last Friday, the Sudeten German Party issued a proclamation to its 
members announcing the formation of a Freiwilliger Deutscher Schutzdienst 
(Voluntary German Guard Service) on the model of the S.A. in Germany.

DANUBE JEWS’ ECONOMIC ROLE 


‘* Purge’ as Part of Nazi War Drive 
VICTIMS OF THE “DRANG NACH OSTEN”

The part played by Jews in the economic life of the Danubi. 
countries is both exaggerated and under-estimated by the Nazis. 
iS exaggerated in so far as the Jews are by no means in control OL ui! 
important positions, as the Nazis claim. And it is under-estimat: / 
in so far as the Nazis consider it possible to eliminate Jews from {). 
economic life without particular damage to, or even with advanta. 
for. the rest of the population, | 

The consequences of the Anschluss extend to the economic str 
ture both of Austria and the other Danubian countries. In Aust 
the social structure of provincial Jewry differs greatly from that . 
Viennese Jewry. In the small towns and in a number of villages | 
the Alpine provinces as well as in Burgenland, the overwhelm. 
majority are independent tradespeople; their share in cattle-dealing 
considerable. 

In Vienna. the Jewish population includes all ranks of societ, 
from the Rothschilds to the many thousands of Jewish workers | 
unemployed. However, the bulk of them are engaged in commer. 
either as businessmen or as employees. Certain branches, such 
the textile trade, have for a long time been largely in Jewish hands 

A very considerable proportion of Viennese Jews has been alws 
occupied with intermediate trade between the various parts of t) 
former Hapsburg Empire, or between Western Europe and the Balkan 
The Jewish commercial traveller from Vienna usually possesses 
thorough knowledge of the market situation, the psychology and oftc: 
also, of the complicated languages of these peoples. The insuran. 
trade of the whole Danubian area was largely directed from Vienn 
and many of its experts were Jews. 


The Anschluss and its Sequel 


Hence the consequences of the elimination of Jews will affect 1 
whole economic structure of Austria. There should be no illusion « 
to the fate of the hundreds of thousands of Viennese Jews. li 
obviously the purpose of the Nazis to cut them off from every oppo: 
tunity of earning a livelihood or carrying on business without an 
regard to the restriction of purchasing power. Their property is beins 
simply confiscated in favour of the State and used for strengthening 
the Four-Year Plan. It must be realised that only the real or allege: 
necessities of war-economy to-day determine the policy of the Nazi: 
and it is their clear intention to eliminate Jews from all territoric 
and all economic fields which might be important for war aims. 

The first effect of the Austrian “ purge” on the other Danubian 
countries was the transfer of a large number of commercial firms and 
branches from Vienna to Prague or Budapest. But conditions 1 
these countries, too, are growing steadily worse. In Czechoslovakia, : 
large part of German business was Jewish. Not only in the cultura 
but also in the economic field, the Jews constituted one of the firmes: 
strongholds of the German-speaking population, it was always muctl 
easier for a German clerk to get a position with a Jewish than with « 
Czech firm. Hence an anti-Semitic campaign to be carried through b\ 
the Henlein Nazis will strengthen for the time being the Czech elemen' 
As long as the Czechoslovakian State remains unshaken, a boyco' 
campaign will only help to make German employees workless to th: 
benefit of their Czech colleagues. 

In Hungary, the part played by Jews in the industrialisation of the 
country has undoubtedly been a great one. This was simply the resu!' 
of the maintenance of a feudal system by the ruling classes and the: 
failure to bring about industrial development. What Goering intend: 
is to uttlse’ the industrial resources of Hungary, which had 
been built up largely by Jews, in order to extend the capacity of the 
Four Year Plan, while replacing Jewish management by German. |: 
has to be seen whether the Daranyi Government will really fall in with 
this desire. 

Rumania undertook her campaign against Jewish economic activil 
before the recent German push into the Danubian area. But the tota! 
elimination of Jews from business life proved to be a fantastic plan 
in a country without the immense economic resources of Germany. 
It will be difficult to repeat this fatal experiment without the stronges| 
support from the Third Reich. 

Yugoslavia seems to be the country where anti-Semitic tendencies 
have found the greatest difficulty in penetrating economic life. A 
certain measure of primitive anti-Semitism among the peasants 1! 
some areas 1s counter-balanced by official recognition of Jewish activi!) 
in the commercial centre of Zagreb. However, the share of the Jews 
in economic life is not so great as in Hungary or Rumania. 

It is very likely that Germany herself will be unabke or unwilling 
to manage entirely without Jewish agencies and travellers, to be 
camouflaged by “Aryan” firms. The complete elimination of Jews 
in the Danubian area would be possible only by the creation of a new 
commercial class, which would naturally need a long time to develop, 
or by powerful State intervention. The latter will probably be the 
method used by economic anti-Semitism in its future efforts. 


ANTI-JEWISH RIOTING IN GERMANY 


, The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that, as a result of the present 
intensified anti-Semitic campaign in Germany, several small Syna- 
gogues in the provinces were recently attacked and desecrated by Nazi 
mobs. In the small Jewish Community of Langen, between Frankfort 
and Darmstadt, all the Scrolls of the Law in the local Synagogue were 
torn up. The local Jews have declared a fast day to atone for the 
desecration of the Synagogue. 


The anti-Jewish boycott in Frankfort is being systematically carried 
on, it is stated. Nazi pickets are stationed in front of every Jewish 
shop in the city, and almost all the walls of the Jewish houses in the 
city are defaced with insulting references to Jews. Several cases of 
Street attacks on Jews are also reported, 
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HUNGARY : JEW-LAW ADOPTED 


Daranyi Cabinet Resigns 
NEED FOR STRONG HAND AGAINST NAZIS 


The Hungarian Jew-law, whereby a numerus clausus of twenty per 
cent. is introduced in economic and cultural life, was adopted by the 
tower House last Friday by thirty votes to ten, The measure has 
now to go before the Upper House, where, it is hoped, it may be 
favourably amended. At present, the Bill is being considered by a 
Committee of the Lower House, and an amendment has been adopted 
exempting from the provisions of the law the children of parents 
who were baptised before August Ist, 1919. 

Almost immediately after the adoption of the Bill, Dr. Daranyi, the 
Prime Minister, tendered his Cabinet's resignation, and Dr. Imredy, 
he Minister of Economy, was chosen by Admiral Horthy, the Regent, 
»s Dr. Daranyi’s successor. The resignation of the Government ts 
attributed to the sharp deterioration in internal conditions as a result 
of the intense and unchecked activity conducted by Nazi elements, 
headed by Major Szalasi. It was feared that the consequent loss of 
public confidence would undermine the economic structure of the 
country and frustrate the Five-Year Plan announced last March. 

The new Government has already announced that sweeping measures 
are to be introduced forthwith to strengthen the hands of the authorities 
in dealing with the extremists. However, it is unlikely that the Jews 
will receive more friendly treatment. Official anti-Semitism will, it 
is believed, merely be conducted on less aggressive lines. 

During a march by 40,000 ex-Servicemen in Budapest on Sunday to 


protest against the growing Nazi movement, demonstrators came to blows 
with Nazi sympathisers. 


LEAGUE SHELVES RUMANIA PETITION 
But Diplcmats are Hopeful 


The members of the League Council have met, and dispersed again 
to their several countries, without dealing with Jewish petitions on the 
situation in Rumania. No specific action will be taken before the 
next session of the Council, in September, says the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, which adds that M. Bonnet, the French Foreign Minister, 
assured the Jewish delegation that the Committee of Three would 
continue to watch developments closely, and would meet the Rumanian 
delegation. 

M. Bonnet; when interviewed, expressed the belief that there may 
be an improvement in the situation in Rumania, basing his belief 
on a number of conversations Lord Halifax and he had had in Geneva 
with the Rumanian Foreign Minister, M. Petrescu-Comnen. It is 
understood that in the course of these conversations, the British and 
French diplomats who, with the representatives of Iran, compose the 
Committee of Three dealing with the petition, expressed their special 
concern with regard to Jewish citizenship revision, and advised the 
Rumanian Foreign Minister to impress on his Government the need 
for the exercise of moderation in handling this question. Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann, of the World Jewish Congress, also had a conference with 
M_ Petrescu-Comnen. 

At a Press conference arranged by the World Jewish Congress, the 
Rev. M. L. Perizweig, of London, and M. Marc Jarblum, of Paris, 
declared that since the fall of the Goga Cabinet the situation in 
Rumania had somewhat improved, and anti-Jewish excesses had 
ceased. The law providing for the revision of Jewish citizenships, how- 
ever, was still in force, and it was for the modification of that law 
that the Jewish organisations must fight. 

Meanwhile, reports are current in Rumania that the Government 
is awaiting the enactment of the mumerus clausus proposals in Hungary 
with a view to introducing a similar measure of its own. 

The Orthodox Jewish Community of Rumania has de ided to present the 
Government with a squadron of miittary acroplanes, to bz knownas the ** King 
Carol’’ Squadron. An appeal has been laurched for this purpose. 

The Government has ordered that all Jewish owners of public houses 


submit to an examination in the Rumanian language. Those who fail to 
pass will be deprived of their licences. 


Non-Jewish newspapers have been prohibited from employing Jews on 
their staffs. 


NEW ALIENS REGULATIONS IN FRANCE 
Danger of Administrative Severity 


[From our Correspondent—Paris] 


_ Rigorous new regulations on the entry and residence of aliens in 
France, with severe penalties for any infractions of them, are laid 
down in a decree issued by the Daladier Government. At the same 
time, the decree contains provisions tending to humanise the treat- 
ment of aliens, particularly those who are stateless, and of political 
refugees, The preamble to the decree stresses the Government's desire 
to maintain French traditions of hospitality and to protect the refugee 
and the honest worker. There is, indeed, no reason to question the 
humane intentions of the Government, and the decree itself does not 
contain, on the face of it, anything of which the alien could justly 
complain. Considerable danger lies, however, in the fact that the 
new decree leaves much more room for administrative and judicial 
severity; and its promulgation and application is accompanied by an 
atmosphere of xenophobia which cannot be ignored. 

Everything depends on the attitude of the executive organs and 
the atmosphere in which they perform their work. The treatment of 
“hens iS a sort of political barometer. All available evidence tends 
to show that the regulations are applied with considerable rigour. 
Mass arrests in streets and cafés and expulsions at short notice are the 


order of the day.

SEFARDI WORLD CONGRESS IN HOLLAND 
Proposal for Jerusalem Rabbinical Seminary 


[From our Correspondent—AMSTERDAM] 


Plans for the establishment of a Rabbinical Seminary in Jerusalem 
and suggestions for the settlement in the Dutch West Indies of the 
Portuguese Jewish Community of Hamburg, numbering some 150, were 
the main topics discussed this week at the Second Congress in Amster- 
dam of the World Union of Sefardi Communities. In addition to the 
Dutch delegates, representatives were present from Algiers, America, 
Argentina, France, Greece, Yugoslavia, Palestine, Portugal, Rumania, 
Switzerland, and Great Britain. The British delegation included Rabbi 
Shemtob Gaguin and Messrs. D. Beriro, D. V. N. da Costa, Paul 
Goodman, Charles Sebag-Montefiore, and Barrow-Sicree, who were 
elected Vice-Presidents of the Congress. Mr. Paul Goodman being 
elected to the additional office of Secretary. 

The proceedings were conducted under the Chairmanship of 
Professor Dr. J. L. Palache. who welcomed the delegates on behalt of 
the Amsterdam Portuguese Jewish Community. Among the messages 
read was one from Sir Elly Kadoorie, the Hon. President of the 
Umion, wishing the Congress success. 

Mr. Paul Goodman and Rabbi Dr. Ovadia (Palestine) outlined the 
tenative proposal accepted in principle at the Congress in London three 
years ago for the establishment of a Rabbinical Seminary tn Jerusalem, 
and a resolution was adopted instructing the Executive to prepare a 
detailed scheme and to issue an appeal for £100,000 for that purpose. 
In the meantime, the Congress sought the co-operation of the 
Portuguese “ Etz Hayim™ Seminary in Amsterdam and Montefiore 
College, Ramsgate. for the provision of facilities for the training of 
Rabbis and Chazanim for service with the various Sefardi Communities. 

Mr. J. Sealtiel, representative of the Portuguese Community of 
Hamburg, urged the Congress to consider the possibility of settling 
his Community (if possible with addition of a number of Hamburg 
Ashkenazi Jews) in the Dutch West Indies. A Committee was appointed 
to discuss the practicability of the suggestion. 


POLISH JEWS FOR BOLIVIA ? 


Thousands of workers have been set to clear the forest areas on the 
banks of the River Chimore, in Eastern Bolivia, in time for the arrival 
of the first party of Polish’settlers, reports Reuter. These immigrants, 
many of them Jews, have, it is added, been invited to settle and 
pioneer in Bolivia by the La Paz Government, anxtous to develop 
its eastern territories. The Government is said to have sent a com- 
mission to the port of Todos los Santos to supervise the erection of 
dwellings for the colonists, the first batch of whom are shortly to leave 
Danzig. This move, if true, is entirely unexpected, for, only a short 
time ago, the Bolivian Government announced, according to the British 
United Press, that it would not accept as immigrants “ Chinese, Jews, 
Negroes, or suspicious characters.” 


*OZON” LEADER PRAISES BOYCOTTERS 


The leader of the Camp of National Unity (“ Ozon™), General 
Skwarczynski, addressing a meeting in Posen»the Endek stronghold, 
referred appreciatively to the fact that in Posen trade was not in 
Jewish hands. “Jew-free Posen,’ said the General, “should serve as 
an example of what Polish cities should be like. The local Polish 
traders and industrialists should take upon themselves the rdle of 
instructors in the economic fight against the Jewish elements.” 


A Dutch journalist, Mr. van Meurs, correspondent in Poland of the 


Nituwe RorrerpamMscHt Courant, has been expelled from Cracow for 
criticising the police for not acting more vigorously against the rioters 
during anti-Jewish demonstrations. 


Following an appeal by the Polish Government for assistance in rearming, 
Jewish youth organisations in Warsaw have presented to the armed forces 
an aeroplane, the money for which they themselves collected. This is the 
first of a promised squadron, which is to be called the “Jewish Youth 
Squadron.” Representatives of the military authorities, the Government. 
and the Warsaw Municipality took part in the presentation ceremony. 


Jewish organisations took part last week in honouring the third 
anniversary of the death of Marshal Pilsudski. Jewish delegations carried 
wreaths, and Jewish ex-Servicemen and schoolchildren marched in the 
procession to the Belvedere Palace, the late Marshal's residence 
Che Jewish Press devoted leading articles to the life and work of the 
* Liberator,” emphasising that Marshal Pilsudski was opposed to national 


oppression and upheld the principles of equality of all citizens and national 
groups.

MORE RECRUITS NEEDED 


Our Communal Ostriches 


L.A.C. AND J.P.C. ACTIVITIES 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


Following the references by Mr. Neville Laski, at the monthly meet- 
ing of the Board of Deputies on Sunday (of which a full report will 
be found on page 30), to the necessity for continuing and extending 
the work of Jewish defence, I paid visits to the London Area Council 
and the Jewish People’s Council. 

By both organisations work is being done. The Area Council 
continues to hold from fifteen to twenty meetings a week, in particular 
in areas where the Blackshirts are attempting to gain a foothold. 
The weekly meeting at the Salmon and Ball, Bethnal Green, ts always 
well attended by local Fascists. 

Mr. H. Solomons, the Secretary of the L.A.C., is, however, very 
much concerned with the apathy with which Jews generally regard 
the anti-defamation campaign... “In certain districts,” he said, “ there 
iS an ostrich mentality among Jews. Because Blackshirt meetings are 
not held on their doorsteps, they imagine the anti-Semitic danger has 
passed. That ts very far from true, as Mr. Laski’s words have shown.” 

The L.A.C., he told me, could do much more work, but it ts being 
severely handicapped by a lack of motor-cars. The preliminary 
speakers’ class ts in need of recruits. The work of speaking at outdoor 
meetings ts, indeed, falling mainly on the shoulders of certain stalwarts, 
many of whom have been connected with the campaign from its 
inception. 

During the past week, outdoor meetings were held at Hyde Park, 
Victoria Park, Richmond, Tottenham, Hackney, Dulwich, Bethnal 
Green, Camberwell Green, Brixton, Croydon, Peckham, and Tower 
Hill, 

“ Particular emphasis is being laid by speakers of late,” said Mr. 
Solomons, “on the fact that the fight against defamation is not merely 
a Jewish concern, but affects all lovers of democracy. The Jews are 
being used as a smoke-screen in the attack on democratic institutions.” 
Mr. Laski on Sunday referred to “ the wicked and malicious efforts 
of our enemies, who are the enemies not only of Anglo-Jewry, but 
also of the nation at large.” 

For the Jewish People’s Council, too, the last four months have 
been a period of: activity. Speakers have gone to more than 
seventy organisations, Jewish and non-Jewish. A considerable number 
of meetings were also arranged by sympathisers of the J.P.C. in their 
homes, with audiences of from twenty to forty-five people, and there 
has been a number of large indoor meetings organised by the Council, 
or to which its speakers have been invited. 

As a result of these activities, the Secretary told me, much more 
attention ts being paid by non-Jewish organisations to the dangers 
of Fascist anti-Semitism to democracy and free organisations. “ We 
note with satisfaction,” he said, * that the thesis originally put forward 
by the J.P.C.—that the attack on the Jews is the prelude to the attack 
on democracy—is being widely accepted and disseminated.” He 
hoped that some co-ordination with the work of the L.A.C. would in 
time be achieved. 


FRATERNISATION BY PERMISSION 


It has been decreed by Fascist national headquarters that Black- 
Shirt candidates “should fight—not fraternise with their opponents.” 
Candidates have, however, found themselves considerably embarrassed 
by their opponents who have, on occasion, wished to shake hands with 
them. What were they to do? N.H.Q. has decided for them. Hand- 
Shaking is permissible—but only “at public or semi-public proceed- 
ings.” For, writes the current issue of the BLACKSHIRT. “ the British 
public is a sporting public, and would probably look on any refusal 
to shake hands as being unsportsmanlike.”’ 


SOUND ADVICE 


* You leave the Jews alone and control your filthy tongues,” was the 
advice given by Mr. Herbert Metcalfe, the magistrate at Old Street 
Police Court, last week, when he fined two men charged with using 
insulting words and behaviour. At New North Road, Shoreditch. on 
Monday night, they had made certain anti-Jewish remarks outside a 
Jewish shop. One of them was sentenced to two months’ hard labour 
in 1936 for being armed with an offensive weapon.

doing good work.” 

After the final collapse of the civil war in Russia, many of 
officers of the defeated White Armies of Denikin were dispe: 
over Western Europe. One can imagine the bitterness of their fee 
at having been defeated by armies under the command otf [rots} 
and it was these defeated and desperate Russian officers (includ 
Gencrals and other officials whose careers were finished) who be 
to circulate the Protocols. A good many of them joined Hitler » 
he was beginning his “ Kampf,” and among these Russians and 
a connecting link between them and Hitler was Rosenberg. Hitler « 
Rosenberg published three editions of the Protocols, running in 
millions of copies, and tremendous amounts of money were spent | 
the Nazis on this publication not only in Germany but in many ot! 
languages for distribution in other countries. 

It was only when this propaganda assumed such dimensions (| 
the Jews began to take a serious interest in the Protocols, which un 
then had remained almost unknown to them, and commenced study!) 
the subject of their origin. After the trials in Berne (in Novem) 
1933, October, 1934, and April-May, 1935), no doubt has been 
but that the Protocols were no more than a common fraud on 
part of the anti-Semites. But while there are ignorant people to 
deceived, their circulation will go on. |

DAYAN GOLLOP’S ADDRESS TO STUDENTS

After expressing his thanks to the Society for the honour they were p.\ 
him, Dayan Gollop asked what did the Community expect of a Minist 
The first thing that i} wanted him to possess, he said, was Jewish knowledy 
Ey this he did not necessarily mean, he continued, the ancillary subjects wh: 
had willy-nilly to be taught because of university degrees. He meant Jew: 
knowledge based on rabbinic literature. 

The next thing the Community required was general culture. No mat: 
which. congregation a Minister went to he would come across all sorts 
people ; a student must have some knowledge of the world of affairs. 
Jewish Knowledge and general culture he did not mean university degre 
Scholarship was very important, but the average congregant wanted in addit:: 
the Jewish aspect and the Jewish attitude to things that he read and he. 
about. 

An ability for public speaking was the next requirement. It was someth: 
which was often overlooked by students. They should noi leave the practic: 
public speaking to the time when they became Ministers. It was of the utm: 
importance tor every student to speak in public at least once or twice a we: 
and if he did not do so, he should think that his position and work in | 
Community would suffer. 

The Community required a man to be able to teach both adults and childre: 
Here, again, said Dayan Gollop, he would suggest that teaching private pup: 
was one thing, but teaching a class was totally different, and he would adv: 
Students to cultivate teaching in the class-room. Dayan Gollop next stresseu 
the fact that what was required in the Minister above everything clse we 
character, or, as they called it in Hebrew, O°OW MAN. And the first thin: 
sought in the Minister's character was sincerity. The Community to whor 
they menistered must be absolutely convinced that they were preaching exac!! 
what they believed in, that they were not hirelings, ** professional] religionists 
that they kept Judaism not because they were Ministers, but that they wer 
Ministers because they kept Judaism. And by Judaism he meant the ©!. 
Judaism. Let them never be afraid of being too frum. 

The Minister must also have PN TVI and independence. He should no’ 
be bought by a rich man in his community. ‘* Let the poor man in your con- 
gregation be equal in your eyes to the rich man.’’ A Minister must be a ** live 
wire.’ He must not wait for work to come to him, but must seek it ou! 
Leadership was required of him. But he must beware of imitating the 
dictators. Let him lead his congregation, not dictate to it. The more he led, 
the more people would respect him. The Community also expected him to 
lead such a life and to live in such a way as would influence every member 0! 
his congregation.

AN EDUCATIONAL PROBLEM 


Obstacle to Unified System 
TEL-AVIV MUNICIPALITY DIVIDED 


[From our Correspondent —JERUSALEM, May 15th] 


A bitter dispute developed into a deadlock in the Te!-Aviv Municipal 
Council this week over the question of incorporating the schools 
administered by the General Jewish Labour Federation (Histadrut) in 
the municipal educational systems in accordance with the resolutions 
of the Ziontst Congress and General Council of Palestine Jewry (Va‘ad 
Leum)). 

fo understand the issue clearly, it is necessary to give a brief 
account of the different educational methods practised by Yishuv 
institutions. Broadly speaking, there are three separate systems of 
general education in Jewish Palestine: first, there are the general 
schools under the Knesseth Israel (organised Yishuv), which con- 
form to a curriculum approximately based upon that of elementary 
and secondary schools in England; secondly, the “ Mizrachi” schools 
with a strong Orthodox tinge; and thirdly, the Histadrut schools which 
have a syllabus in both kindergartens and higher institutions based 
upon Socialist ideals. There are-also, of course, Talmudei Torah, 
Yeshivot, and strictly Orthodox schools conducted by the Agudath 
Israel group and kindred organisations. 

It was felt by Congress and the Va'ad Leumi that there could be no 
room within the Yishuv for varying, and often opposing, trends of 
education; and the problem, indeed, had exercised the minds of 
educationists for many years past. It was urged that a unified system 
should be achieved and, towards this end, the Mizrachi Organisation 
agreed to the amalgamation of their own schools within the Knesseth 
Israel network, from which they would obtain a financial grant, 
surrendering their administrative autonomy but retaining their special 
type of education. 

Negotiations were opened by the Va‘ad Leumi with the Histadrut 
and an agreement.was reached. As Tel-Aviv has a large number of 
labour schools in relation to the rest of the country, the matter was 
brought up before the Tel-Aviv Municipal Council, which has complete 
financial and administrative authority over the Knesseth Israel system 
in that area. ; 

The debate arose on the budgetary allocation for education, when 
the Labour Councillors demanded the inclusion of the Labour schols. 
lt was pointed out that the inclusion would be a progressive Step 
towards attaining a unified system of education. 

The Right-wing factions, headed by the Mayor, however, objected 
to the curriculum of the Labour schools and insisted that Municipal 
educational institutions must be non-partisan. 

When the matter went to a division this week, it was found that the 
motuon for incorporation was defeated by a. narrow majority of one 

eight Right-wing Councillors against the six Labour Councillors 
and the Progressive member, Dr. F. Rosenblueth. 


Va‘ad Leumi Protest 


On Wednesday, May I1th, the Va’'ad Leumi issued a statement 
protesting against the decision to exclude the Labour schools from the 
municipal system and said that a communication had been addressed 
to the Mayor of Tel-Aviv on April 4th stating that as the Histadrut were 
relinquishing administrative and financial control of their schools from 
ihe beginning of the fiscal year, those institutions would come under 
the direct supervision of the Va‘ad. 

The statement added that the Municipality's majority decision 
seriously militated against the possibilities for the co-operation, in the 
lield of education, of the various political groupings in the community, 
and the Va‘'ad Leumi would in: the ‘present case do all in its power 
\o Safeguard the interests of the Histadrut. 

When the vote was taken on Tuesday night, May 10th, the Labour 
Councillors left the meeting as a protest against the defeat of their 
motion. It is so far not clear whether the Labour Councillors will 
return before a compromise has been reached-—an abstention which 
must be deeply regretted by those who have the welfare of education 
at heart. 

It would be unfair to condemn too readily the Right wing for their 
obduracy. They regard the issue as one of principle and contend that, 
as the non-Socialist class of residents furnish a large part of municipal 
revenues, their representatives should hesitate to finance a system of 
education which is based upon a conflicting political ideology and 
lends to divide the Yishuv. Their demand is for unification of 
curricula as a prerequisite to the amalgamation of Labour schools in 
the general system.

Jewish Births and Deaths at Their Lowest 


U.K. CHIEF IMPORTER AND EXPORTER 


[From a Correspondent) 


The new Monthly Bulletin of the Palestine Government Statistical 
Ovlice is as usual full of useful and interesting information. It ts issued 
on this occasion by Mr. L. G. Hopkins, presumably in anticipation of 
the early retirement of Mr. S. A. Cudmore, by whom the office was 
founded and organised two years ago. If Mr. Cudmore's successor, 
whoever he may be, reaches the standard that has been set, his success : 
will be fully assured 

[he estimated total population of Palestine at the end of the year 
1937 was 1,355,241, of whom 395,835 were Jews. All classes of the 
population show a slowing down, both relative and absolute, in their 
increase as compared with the previous year. This is due to reductions 
in the figures both of natural increase and immigration, and for the 
first time in recent years the natural increase exceeded the balance of 
migration. Nevertheless, all communities showed a decrease in births, 
the Jewish birth-rate, 26.67 per thousand, being. the lowest that has 
ever been recorded. 

On the other hand, the number of deaths in Palestine was higher 
than has ever previously been known, but the number of deaths among 
Jews, despite the increase in the Jewish population, feil from 3,271 to 
3,003. The death-rate among Jews, 7.78 per thousand, was the lowest 
ever recorded. This compares with 18.90 for the whole country. 

Out of a total immigration of 912, 846 Jewish immigrants settled in 
Palestine last February. The relative figures a year earlier were 967 
and 1.114. The drying-up of the flow of capital into Palestine is well 
illustrated by the figures for capitalist immigrants. Of these, ninety- 
four settled in Palestine in January and February. These figures 
represent approximately the sum of £94,000. A year earlier, when the 
depression had already set in, the comparative figure was £219,000, 


Decrease in Imports and Exports 


Both imports and exports show a falling-off as compared with the 
previous year. The total value of imports in the first two months of 
this year was £2,337.081 (1937, £2,796,354), and exports £1,587,988 
(1937, £1.796,729). All classes of imports show a drop, but the greatest | 
was in food, drink, and tobacco, two-thirds of this being in grain and . 
flour. Of exports, the drop was also almost entirely under the same 
heading, the fall in the value of exported citrus fruits being responsible. 
Exports of manufactured articles, however, showed a relatively large 
increase, explained by the increase in the value of Dead Sea chemicals. 
The United Kingdom recovered in February its position of principal 
supplier of imports, Germany falling to second place, where she was

bracketed with Rumania. Among customers, the United Kingdom 
was not only the best but took considerably more than half of the total 
exports of Palestine. 

[he railways are financially in a bad way. The gross revenue in the 
two months fell from £170,775 to £104,523, while the working expenses, 
exclusive of debt charges. exceeded the revenue. All classes of business 
showed drops, passenger revenue falling two-fifths and goods revenue 
four-elevenths. The road transport companies also show rising expendi- 
tures and falling earnings. although the number of vehicles and 
employees still increase. The number of passengers carried by these 
co-operative societies fell from 5,592,000 to 4,968,000 in a year, and 
the tons of goods carried from 45,981 to 39,246. 


Postal Revenue Rises 


On the other hand, postal revenue continues to rise, the increase 
under telephones being most noticeable. The sale of electricity, both 
for power and lighting, also shows a consistent increase. The gradual 
fall in the total amount on deposit and current accounts at the banks 
continues, and the total of advances to customers and bills discounted 
is also falling. although there was an increase under this head until 
last October. The currency in circulation has fallen from £6,298,135 
in January, 1936, to £4,859,134 in February last, there being, however, 
a few small monthly increases during that period. 

New building continues to decrease. 28,568 square metres were 
authorised in February last, as against a monthly average of 101,192 
in 1935 and of 48,115, even in 1937—a bad year. Jewish land-owning 
was increased in February by 3,211 dunams and in Janaury by 1,389, 
these being almost entirely acquisitions from Arabs. The total new 
capital invested in companies in February last was £112,600, as com- 
pared with £723,843 a year earlier. |

HEBREW DAILY’S 20th BIRTHDAY 
Founded ** Within. Sound of Artillery Fire ” 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


The foundation stone of the Hebrew University was laid twenty 
years ago “ within sound of artillery fire’; the inception of the oldest 
extant Hebrew daily occurred about the same time, and, in June, 
Haaretz, of Tel-Aviv, is observing the completion of twenty years 
of life. | 

The military authorities began publication in 1918 of a trilingual 
newspaper called Patestine News, of which the Hebrew section was 
at first Known as but later, on the transfer 
of publication headquarters from Jerusalem to Cairo, became 
abbreviated to PUNTO 

The late |. L. Goldberg arrived in Palestine shortly after the military 
decided to relinquish publication and, on behalf of the Zionist 
Organisation, successfully negotiated the purchase from Occupied 
Enemy Territory Administration of HapasHotH ME’Haaretz, which 
was renamed HaDasHoTH Haaretz and then lopped down to HAAReETz. 
Abbreviated, it means “ The Laid.” 

From the first, the paper attracted some of the leading figures in 
Jewish political thought and Hebrew lefters—the late Mordecai Ben- 
Hillel Hacohen, Dr. Joseph Lurie, A. Ludvipol, and Kaddish Yehudi 
Silman; and-—/e-havdil le’haim—Moshe Smilansky, Jacob Fichman, 
Viadimir Jabotinsky, Dr. S. Perlman, Leib Jaffe, Dr. M. Glickson. 
Professor Joseph Klausner, A. Kabak, Dov Kimhi, and A. Barash. 
among others. 

Published in Jerusalem until the end of 1922, Haaretz was moved 
to Tel-Aviv with Dr. Glickson as editor, and for the last fifteen years 
has been identified with the growth of the first modern Jewish city.

Lord Mayor's Tribute to Local Jewry

and Salford Jews to commemorate the centenary of the city’s 
corporation. The Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress of Manchester, 
the Mayor and Mayoress of Salford, and many Aldermen and 
Councillors attended.

Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P.. thanked the 
lord Mayor of Manchester and the Mayor of Salford for their 
presenee, 

lhe Lord Mayor (Alderman J. C. Grime), in reply, said that it had 
heen his good fortune for many years to enjoy the friendship of the 
lewish people in the city, and he hoped that they would always be good 
treends. He had listened with joy to the sermon that afternoon and to 
the service, and. he had come to pay his tribute to the value of the 
lewish Community as citizens of Manchester. He hoped that they 
sould always live in Manchester in peace and comfort. 

Councillor Milwoad (Mayor of Salford) thanked the Jewish Com- 
munity for inviting him that afternoon. It had been a sheer delight

THE COMMUNAL RAV 
Negotiations by Shechita Board 


| he delegates to the Manchester Shechita Board, with one dissentient, 
authorised their Executive last week to increase the charges made by 
‘ne Board to the Jewish butchers and poultry-dealers. 

On the question of the Communal Rav, Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, the 
President, said that they now had the names of no less than five Rabbis 
who were recommended by the Chief Rabbi and who came up to the 
‘eguirements of the Board. All except one lived outside England, and 
three of them in America. He was at present in communication with 
‘he leaders of Jewry in America, whom he had asked for a confidential 
account of the Rabbis concerned. Obviously, considerable expense 
would have to be incurred in connection with interviewing these Rabbis, 
and the burden of those expenses would fall on the Board. Before 
ong, they would also have to meet expenses in connection with 
replacing their cattle-pens and repairs to other assets of the Board. 
tor these purposes, as well as to create a fund from which to pay the 
supend of the Communal Rav, Mr. Sicree asked the delegates to give 
power to the Executive to increase the cutting charges. The Chief 
Rabbi, when he was. in Manchester recently, had said that he was 
prepared to assist local Congregations to secure Ministers. It would 
be a fine thing, said Mr. Sicree, if the Communal Rav, when appointed, 
would find the local pulpits filled. 

Mr. Sicree said that the Executive desired to give testimonials to 
Kabbis Dr. S. M. Lehrman and Dr. H. Freedman in appreciation of 
heir many years’ work on the local Beth Din. “ We sincerely regret 
that we shall be parting with them,” he added. “We must not, 
however, take a selfish view of this matter, but wish them success in 
their new work,” 

The High Price of Kasher Meat 

Mr. S. S. Levy, Joint Treasurer, presented the draft annual accounts, 
which showed that the expenditure of the Board for 1937-8 was £9,148, 
4S against £9,464 for the previous year. They had a deficit for the 
scar of £480 13s. In consequence of the high price of meat current 
throughout the country, less meat appeared to have been eaten, and the 
Board’s income from the Jewish butchers was over £800 less than in 
‘he previous year. Sums amounting to over £1,000 had been granted 
‘© Various charities by the Board during the year. 

Several delegates in the discussion said that the Jewish public would 
Hot stand for any increase in the price of meat, and that it was chiefly 
the poor who would be affected. Mr. Sicree, in reply, said that he was 
Prepared to call together the poor Jews who often had greater attach- 
ment to their religion than their richer brethren, and were prepared to 
make sacrifices for it. He had yet to learn that the poor had protested 


the pupils attended the Synagogue services 


against increases in the cutting charges. If the public wanted to pro- 
tect the future of their faith in Manchester, and, in particular, to secure 
the appointment of a distinguished spiritual leader, then they must be 
ready to shoulder the extra expenses involved. He wanted to mention 
also that they were £175 short this year as regards meeting the expenses 
of the Communal Burial Board. 

It was reported that satisfactory negotiations had been made with the 
Machzike Hadass in connection with the latter's new butcher shop in 
Leicester Road. The Shochet nominated by the Machzike Hadass was 
killing cattle for the Machzike Hadass and poultry for the Community 
at large. As the business of the shop increased, the extra expense 
involved in the Shochet’s salary would be met by an increase in the 
income to the Board from the shop.

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Shoes and Sandals 


HE child who walks properly and stands 
properly will grow straight. So much 
may be taken as axiomatic. It is there- 
fore of the utmost importance that his feet 
should be suitably and comfortably clad. And 
especially in the summer weather this fact is 
sometimes not sufficiently understood. 
Children are allowed to run around in 
any kind of light shoe, and when, at 
the end of the day, they appear 
peevish and irritable the cause is in 
many cases overlooked. 
‘ane child's shoe should be made on 
a last that corresponds to the require- 
ments of his foot. It should afiord 
some kind of support to those parts 
of the foot which are weakest in early 
childhood, the arch and the instep, 
and it should protect the child's foot 
from the bruising of stones and from 
the tiring heat of the ground. 
Civilised children do not walk 
exclusively over heath and moor, so 
the notion that shoes are superfluous 
must not be entertained. They are, in

Crépe rubber soles are chosen by 
the majority of mothers because they 
wear excellently, and moreover they 
aftord the active child a measure of 
protection from falls, as they grip on paths and 
on grassland better, perhaps, than does leather.

ACHEI AMETH ACTIVITIES 
Encouraging Response from Young Members 


[From our Correspondent] 


An excellent and well-documented report has been circulated to 
the Order's delegates, who meet on Sunday next for their annual 
cenference. Incidentally. the report is the forty-first, which indicates 
the standing of the Achei Ameth and its long-sustained efforts im the 
cause of communal progress. Bro. |. D. Duque, who has been Grand 
President for three years, contributes a message on vacating the position 
he has held with such marked success. In this message, he lays 
particular stress on the Order's success in organising the juniors 
movement, now one of the most important features of Ache: Ameth 
work. Bro. Duque says that whilst adults are wavering and holding 
themselves aloof, youth is coming forward, and it augurs well for the 
future that an ever-growing number of adolescents are joining the 
Order. 


This encouraging outlook reflects credit on those who conduct the 
affairs of the Order, since from a general point of view it has to be 
acknowledged that persistently decreasing adult membership ts a 
problem affecting the whole movement. The Order, therefore, displays 
great wisdom in redressing the adverse balance by creating oppor- 
tunies for the younger generation. The special achievement of the year 
is the establishment of a “ transitional lodge ~ for young people between 
fifteen and twenty-one, mainly composed of the juniors whose policies 
in the endowment section have matured. The “ Juniors Own” Endow- 
ment Section was created six years ago, and now contains over a 
thousand members with funds of £3,029. The “ transitional lodge ~ has 
met with great success, and it is anticipated that at the date of the 
consecration, which will be held before the annual conference, the 
membership will have exceeded 200. It may also be mentioned that the 
separate valuation of the endowment section (full details of which are 
furnished in the annual report) discloses a solvency of 20s. in the pound. 
A result of this character justifies the statement in the report that it 
provides sufficient guarantee to adult members who may have hesitated 
whether to proceed with additional policies on behalf of their children. 


Lodges With a Charitable Record 


Two Lodges in particular are accorded honourable mention in the report. 
One is the Southend and Westcliff Lodge, which has a fine record of 
charitable achievement. notably for the Southend General Hospital. In 
its domestic affairs. the Lodge displays a high standard of administration. 
and, in addition, an active campaign is to be conducted with the object of 
forming a special youth section. The other Lodge is the Sarah A. Winer 
Lodge, which has been able to send over £1,000 to Poland during the last 
two years, while in other ways its members take communal responsibilities 
very seriously, to the advantage of several causes. 

With its numerous and growing tasks. the Order has found itself ver, 
much handicapped of recent years by restricted and unsuitable premises fo: 
headquarters’ organisation and social amenities, including space for the 
younger element. This problem has become acute, and persistent efforts 
are being made to acquire better and more commodious premises. The 
Order is fortunate to possess competent professional workers who are in a 
position to carry through a building project. 


Details of Special Funds 


The report deals with the position of particular funds. Delegates are 
urged to resist any temptation to alter the conditions of the death endow- 
ment fund, which ts described as the “ healthiest of all death endowment 
funds in the Orders of the Jewish Friendly Society movement.” Having 
rendered excellent service over a long period, the Hospital Maintenance 
Fund, the only one of its kind, now shows a deficit, and the Head Office 
Relief Fund, which has saved many members from appeals to charity. is 
in urgent need of renewed help. Other funds administered by the Order 
are the Central Benevolent Fund. the Muriel Altman Fund, and the Sarah 
A. Winer Relief Fund. Congratulations are extended to Bro.. M. E. 
Waldman, General Secretary. on his recent election as Chairman of the 
Jewish Friendly Societies’ Convalescent Home at Birchington. It is stated 
that for many years past the Order Achei Ameth has never failed to have a 
representative in one or other of the higher offices of the Association or the 
Home's Governing Body, and that Bro. Waldman is the third of the 
Order's delegates to occupy the Chairmanship of the Home. 

Appreciative references are also made to the other organisations to which 
the Orcer is affiliated, including the Jewish Board of Deputies. the 
Zionist Feceration, and the Association for Jewish Youth. The aims and 
activities of these bodies are described with sympathetic discernment. In a 


series of tributes to individuals, first place is accorded to Bro. C. Greiman. 


who was awarded the first Jewel of Merit. Bro. L. Spencer. Chairman of 
the Provincial Propaganda Council, is the recipient of high praise. In the 
sphere of National Health Insurance, the new legislation affecting voluntary 
pensions insurance and medical benefit for juveniles is fully described. The 
State-insured membership ts 6,000. Ordinary membership in the Order is 
4.167 (including the junior section), and capital funds of the Grand Lodge 
and Lodges are returned at £35,711.

CHAMPION JEWISH SPEEDWAY RIDER AT WIMBLEDON 


winning a race. 


At Wimbledon Speedway this season (writes a correspondent), supporters 
have quickly made an idol of Benny Kaufman, a twenty-seven-year-old 
American from New York, and probably the only Jewish professional 
speedway rider who, together with his team-mate, Geoff. Pymar, has formed 
a riding partnership that will help their team to a prominent league position. 
Kaufman has a fast machine and rides in dashing and colourful style. He 
is described by SpeEeEDWAY NEWS as “the first sample of the type of rider 
America. breeds on the east coast. As such, he could not be improved 
upon. for no other rider in the East could hold a candle to him last season.” 

Specdway is both fast and dangerous, and its riders have indeed to be 
men of steel to stand up to the terrific strain of controlling a highly-tuned 
motor-bike ridden without brakes or gears. Kaufman is the latest addition 
to the ranks of American, Canadian, Australian, and Danish riders who 
comprise the teams in the national league championships here. He has 
been riding in American T.T.’s and open competitions for five years, and 
holds the American National Championship, won last year at the Tri- 
City Stadium, New Jersey. Previously, when working as a mechanic with 


the Indian Motor Cycle concern, Kaufman raced as a hobby. but such 
was the fascination of speed that he took it up professionally. He rode in 
grass-track and road-racing competitions in Florida and California, and then 
had first big success in winning the Eastern National Championship tn 
1936, held in New York: 

Kaufman has, fortunately, experienced but one really bad spill. That 
was when, disregarding a severe cold and a high temperature, he took part 


in a one-lap match event at the Yankee Stadium last year. His machine 
suddenly developed a speed-wobble and pitched him into the barrier, then 
rebounded into the air and crashed down on its rider. It broke his leg. 
Kaufman is small in stature, quiet-spoken, and interesting to talk to. He 
stands only five feet six inches and weighs under ten stone. He has been 
here a month and is already a licensed driver. 

Ihe speedway season has just begun to get into its stride, and Kaufman 
has lost noctime in getting thoroughly used to the British cinder track and 
to the far higher standard of riding he has to compete against in England. 
Speedway supporters are one of the most exacting sections of the British 
pleasure-going public, and the fact that Kaufman has made a hit is enough 
iribute to his prowess and his riding “ personality.” 


HYAMS OUTBOXES PIERCE 


The boxing correspondent of THe Jewish CHRONICLE writes: 

Jack Hyams’ win on points over Eddie Pierce of South Africa, on 
Monday night, at the New Cross Stadium was a reversal of the verdict 
at their previous encounter five years ago. ‘The referee, C. B. Thomas, 
had no hesitation in awarding the verdict to Hyams, the Southern Area 
middie and cruiser-weight champion. It was his rally against the tired 
South African in the last three rounds that earned him the verdict. 

Both men opened up gingerly, Pierce's left blocking those famous Hyams 
swings. In round two, Hyams opened out, but that left kept him at bay. 
By the third, both had settled down to hard, clean fighting, Hyams leading 
lo Pierce's face until a succession of lefts to the body forced him back 
on the defensive. Pierce then piled up the points with his left, with Hyams 
failing to find the mark often enough. Hyams started to slow down, taking 
punishment on the body, and then suddenly let loose a beautiful right 
cross, which Pierce anticipated well. In round seven, both came out 
punching. Hyams had learnt his lesson and kept away from that left and 
anded a beautiful hook to the jaw, shaking Pierce visibly. The next round 
‘aw both men tiring, with Hyams on the defensive against a string of lefts 
and rights to the body. 

In the closing rounds, Pierce went after Hyams, and the latter's body 
Was red and raw from Pierce’s left hooks, but his superior stamina was 
showing itself. He connected to Pierce's jaw several times in succession, 
we ‘ollowed up with right swings to the body, so that Pierce's blows 
Ost all their sting. Hyams forced the pace in the last round and punched 


hard. He landed a powerful right to which Pierce replied with a left to the 
chin, as the gong went. :

SELLER FORCED TO CLOSE GYMNASIUM 
Insufficient Support 


The recent announcement that Nat Seiler, who is among this country’s 
premier trainers, has had to close his gymnasium in Whitechapel Road 
owing to lack of support, came as somewhat of a surprise. One always 
hears that there is a lack of first-class training quarters in London, and yet 
here is one, well equipped and managed by one who knows his business 
trom A to Z, torced to close its doors. Seller had been promised support 
from several quarters which did not materialise, and after a loss of £160 
he was obliged to call a halt. 

In this country, most boxers only train and pay gymnasium fees when 
they have a contest in view, instead of daily visiting the gymnasium through- 
out the year, which they could do ata reduced fee. This svstem operates 
in America, where boxers are always in the gymnasium and are prepared 
to take On a contest at short notice... Ln the States, of course, boxing 
is run as a business, and the men who do the fighting, from the preliminary 
men to the champions, receive a much higher rate of pay than do boxers 
here. In the States, there is every encouragement for the preliminary 
fighter to devote all his time to his profession, instead of only part of 
his time, which is the case here among preliminary boys. No wonder 
the Americans have a batch of first-class men available, ready to step 
into the reigning champions’ shoes! 

I do not suppose that this note will alter conditions here, but Seller seems 
to be the victim of them.. He tried to open training quarters in the heart 
of the Fast End, where one would have thought he would be successful, 
but he failed. He is still available, and can be found at La Boheme 
Gymnasium, Mile End Road 
A certain boxer has complained that every time .a report of a contest 
in which he is engaged appears in ,these columns, it invariably criticises 
him, although he is usually the victor. This is true. and it is usually the 
same criticism cach time, pointing out the loopholes in his defence.

faces the situation. Her wristwork is a treat to watch, and her follow- 
through the neatest piece of work one could wish to see.

Six years ago she returned a 100, to-da) 
she averages seventy-five. She began with a handicap of thirty-six, and 
reduced it to plus one in four years. In 1935 she played the game of her 
life at East London when she won the South African championship. Last 
year she won the Transvaal championship in great style. . 

Mrs. Jaco-Kerz, the Transvaal javelin and discus champion, is the typical 
woman athlete of to-day. Better known as Martel Jacob, she ts the picture 
of feminine grace, an ex-German Olympic javelin champion, an excellent 
hurdler, a fine swimmer. a hockey player of note, and a keen physical 
culturist. Her husband is a playwright, a producer, and a commercial artist. 
When I interviewed Martel she was unassuming. She would not tell me 
much about herself but spoke instead of Gerda Gottlieb, Grebel Bergmann, 
and Suzanne Lengien, her personal friends, who have all attained a niche ol 
fame in the world of sport. Two years ago I went to watch Martel at 
Milner Park. She put up an outstanding performance. She won the javelin 
throw with a fine effort of 99ft. 34in.. and the discus with a distance ol 
82ft. 10in. To crown this she put the shot 25ft. 4tins. Considering that 
she was not acclimatised at the time, the performance was a great one. 

Mrs. Herbert Mandelbaum is the greatest Jewish hockey player South 
Africa has ever produced. She will be best remembered as Jenny Jacobson. 
In 1926 she was a member of the South African team that toured the 
British Isles and the Continent and was a great success. As a tennis 
player, too, Mrs. Mandelbaum has triumphed. In 1933, partnered by her 
husband, she won the Worcester country championship. In 1935 she 
was Maccabi tennis singles champion, and to-day, though she does not 
take an active part in sport, her interest in the games has not waned. 

The three Jewish women I have introduced are three sportswomen of the 
best, and the only three who have done anything in South African sport. 
1 am hoping that our Jewish girls will follow their example.

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COMPANY MEETINGS 


RUBBER PLANTATIONS INVESTMENT TRUST 


INCREASED INCOME AND DIVIDEND 


The twenty-ninth ordinary general meeting of the Rubber Plantations Investment 
Trust, Limited, was held on May 16th in London. 

Mr. H. J. Welch (the Chairman) said it was a pleasure again to report a consider- 
able improvement in carnings and to propose an increased dividend. The gross 
income from investments was £189,136, or more than double that of the previous 
year and the net profit from sale of tea was £76,801 or more than 50 per cent. above 
that of 1936. The year’s net balance of £195,978 was the highest earned since 1928 
A final dividend of 6 per cent. was proposed, making 10 per cent. for the year, 
which would enable £97,095 to be carried forward against £89,614 brought in. 


OUTLOOK FOR 1938 


As to the prospects for 1938, the Trust would in future depend entirely on invest- 
ment mcome, including dividends from Sumatra Tea Estates (the entire share 
capital of which they owned and which had acquired their four tea estates). Up to 
Friday last interest and dividend received or declared upon the Trust's holdings 
exceeded those received and declared up to the same date last year by over 27 per 
cent, Profits of rubber companies last year were in many cases double or more 
than double those of the previous year, and this was now being reflected in mcreased 
dividends. The outlook for their tea investments might not be quite so good as 
Jast year, but he thought the Trust's sharcholders could look forward to results for 
the year with a reserved optimism 

With regard to the tea industry, under regulation the abnormally heavy stocks 
had been reduced, but were now adequate and consumers could not complain that 
the international Tea Committee had fatled to provide sufficient supplies at a 
reasonable price. He again emphasised the harmful effect on British Empire teas 
of the preferential duty applicable to them im this country. Teas displaced trom 
the London market had in turn displaced Indian and Ceylon teas in outside 
markets, and he was convinced that it would be in the best interests of Empire 
producers if the preference were removed. The recent additional duty of 2d. would 
tend to accentuate the demand for commoner teas and diminish the demand for 
medium and better qualities. Most producers, however, should be able to realise 
a modest profit during the next few vears under regulation. 


RUBBER PROSPECTS 

With regard to rubber, events had proved that the decisions to raise the export- 
able percentage to 90 per cent. for the second half of 1937 and maintain it at that 
figure were too optimistic. The change from 90 per cent. to 60 per cent. to-day 
created great difficulties for the producer and the fall in price from Is. Id. to less 
than Sid. in 12 months was not good for the producer, the market, the manufac- 
turer Or anyone connected with the industry. If it was possible it was obvious 
that the permissible exports should be adjusted less drastically and more rapidly to 
changing conditions. Under the new schemé producers would be permitted to carry 
heavier stocks and they might be utilised to steady the rate of production and to 
secure a ready response to changes in the percentage of permissible exports. Such 
holding of stock would be far preferable to a buffer pool, and it would be a good 
thing if permission to hold larger stocks this year were immediately given. 

On a long view there was much to encourage shareholders in rubber companies 
The present conditions should prove only a temporary setback, and one was justified 
in believing that a reasonable amount of prosperity was in store for the producing 
industry for some years ahead. 

The report was adopted. 


SMITH’S POTATO CRISPS (1929) LIMITED 


RECORD TURNOVER AND PROFITS 


The ninth ordinary general meeting of Smith's Potato Crisps (1929) Limited 
was held on May 18th, at the Holborn Restaurant, London, W.C. 

Sir Herbert Edward Morgan, K.B.E. (the Chairman) said that he was proud 
to be able to tell shareholders that the Company had experienced the best 
period of trading in its history. Their profit was just over £164,000, as against 
£130,627 last year. This very satisfactory position.was due to increased turn- 
over. Every year in the history of the Company one had been able to report 
that the business was developing and the sales were expanding, but in the year 
under review that expansion was greater than in any previous year. 

There were increased demands for their products from every part of the 
country and he believed that that demand was the result of the supreme quality 
of the article they supplied. Smith's Potato Crisps were really a triumph of 
good cooking. The potatoes from which they were made were of the finest 
quality and a large quantity of them were grown on their own farms for the 
Company's specific purposes. The pure oil in which they were cooked was of 
supreme quality, and these factors, added to the skill and experience of their 
staff, resulted in the Company's wonderful product. Their commodity was -low- 
priced, bringing it within the reach of the slimmest household budget, but 
that had not prevented them from supplying many of the most distinguished 
families in the country. They could claim for their Crisps, with some 200,000 
retailers interested in their sale, that they were one of the most widely distributed 
food products in the country. ‘ You meet them everywhere.” 


INCREASED FACTORY FACILITIES 


They had no reason to believe that the increase in their trade was of a temporary 
character and, therefore, they decided to add to their capacity by erecting A 
new factory at Lincoln and doubling the size of their factory at Stock port. 
Their new factory at Lincoln was only seven miles from their agricultural 
estates there and it would be readily understood that a saving would be eTected 
at that particular spot on the carriage of potatoes, which was a considerable 
item. Their wonderful farming estate at Nocton was proving of material 
assistance to the Company. 

Agriculture was still one of the most important industries of the country 
and the very foundation of its existence. They knew that the Government 
was making a constant effort to improve the lot of the farmer, and with that 
they were in fullest sympathy. He believed, however, improvement in the 
industry must come through the adoption of more highly mechanised and 
scientific effort and not through the many attempts that were being made by 
the Marketing Boards to tamper with the natural laws of supply and demand. 

Speaking on behalf of the Company, which was one of the largest growers 
of potatoes in the couniry, and also the greatest individual consumer, they 
viewed with concern the many restrictions that were now being enforced by 
the Potato Marketing Board on the British grower of potatoes, The acreage 
they could cultivate was restricted as well as the riddles controlling sizes. These 
restrictions were accompanied by the compulsory filling in of innumerable forms 
which would seem to be the very life blood of the bureaucrat. One might well 
ask if we were gradually losing our freedom and binding ourselves in chains. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted, and the payment of a 
Special 5 per cent. Coronation Year bonus, in addition to the same final dividend 
of 20 per cent. as last year, making a total distribution of 324 per cent. 
was declared,

CHAIRMAN'S VIEWS 


The ordinary general meeting of the Anglo-Palestine Bank. Limited, 
was held on May J6th at the offices of the Company, 10-12, Walibrook, 
London, EC.

Unfortunately one cannot deny that there is a considerable measure of 
truth in the general assumption to which I have just referred -that Palestine 
has received a heavy setback and has not yet recovered from it. It is 
not the prevalent lack of public security—-serious and hampering though 
it may be—which mainly prevents recovery; it Is the lack of certainty 
about the country’s political future which acts as a brake on all initiative 
and on all spirit of enterprise on the part of investors, manulacturers, 
planters, and business men generally. 3 

| referred to the matter last year when the report of the Royal Com- 
mission had not then appeared, and I can oaly say to-day that the report 
is now more than nine months old, and only during the last few weeks 
have the first preparatory steps been taken to take action on it. You 
will not expect me to discuss here and now the problems arising from the 
Royal Commission's recommendations; but may say this: What Palestine

Mr. St. John Ervine’s Latest 


Mr. St. John Ervine has a most entertaining knack of stating 
problems of everyday life with the apparent fairness of actuality. 

Hence this latest play of his at the New Theatre, where he reveals 
an example of the present-day survival of snobbery and mixes it up with 
-yrrent economic features, Is one of those pieces that are bound to be 
popular with adult audiences, And seeing that the cinema principally

Ursula Jeans employs exceptional skill in presenting Shena, 
delicately avoiding certain points in her personality that might have caused 
the baby stunt to appear too much of a contrivance. Bernard Lee attacks

Lynn Fontanne and Alfred Lunt, in this delicious Parisian satire by 
Jean Giraudoux, provide a theatrical delight to rejoice the hearts of 
playgoer gourmets. 

[he story of Jupiter's affair with the mortal Aikmena, wife of Amphitryon, 
has been employed tn one form or another many times before. But surely 
never has it been used with a lighter wit, a more gay Satire, a more 
infectiously stimulating criticism of human emotions in characters for whom 
he act of living ts in itself a priceless joy. Superficially, we have abundant 
aughter at the gentle “guying” of the gods, emphasised by Mr. Lunt’s 
American modulations. But there is ever so much more in the lines for 
those whose ears are attuned to irony and to the searching phrase. 

Mr. S. N. Behrman’s English translation is beautifully done, employing 
the current idiom with an easy restraint and allowing the fun derived there- 
from to flow only of its own accord. And what superb artists are Fontanne 
and Lunt! It is a joy to watch the delicate changes of mood they can 
suggest, the doubts, the inner laughter, their little clouds and shafts of light. 
Mr. Lunt, as befitting Jupiter, brings the impression of intellect prominently 
coupled with masculine weaknesses: Miss Fontanne is all female mental 
agility and female comprehension of the chinks in man’s armour, coupled 
with a woman’s wise suspicion of male intellect.

A COMING MAN IN PICTURES?

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ind his sister joined Habonim, his whole outlook on life was 
a ws 4 and, sharing in the movement's cultural and physical activities, 
he became proud of his Jewish race and of his South African 
citizenship. 

Into the tale of this central character was woven a pictorial survey 
of the many phases of Habonim work, including a complete picture 
of the happy life at the movement's fifth annual holiday camp. All 
members of the camp appeared, from the Rashim, Bonim, Bonot, and 
Hashtilim (Gurim) to the camp cook.

ICKENS is not read as much as he used 
[> be. Even I must plead guilty to having 
neglected an author with whom at one 
time I was almost as much at home as with 
the Bible. But I always turn back to the great 
master of English fiction with a sense of reliet 
and always a feeling of refreshment. His 
knowledge of human nature, his sense oi 
humour, his humanity, these are lacking in 
many modern writers that now have a greater 
vogue. Dickens is always quotable, and there 
is one maxim of his that | should lke you to 
remember. It consists of three “mevers.” 
“ Never be mean in anything,” he says: “ never 
be false: mever be crucl. Avoid these three 
vices, and there ts always hope for you.” 
“ Never” No. | 
“ Never be mean in anything.” “ Mean” is 
a very comprehensive and expressive word. It 
is so un-Jewish that I doubt whether there ts 
a Hebrew equivalent. It calls to our minds 
the picture of a very objectionable person, one 
we should all seek to avoid. I do not object in 


‘ the slightest to the economic, saving disposi- 


tion; but | do hate meanness. It is not merely 
the opposite of generosity, it is the opposite of 
charity, too. It implies a narrowness of mind 
as well as of hand, a malicious disposition, a 
sour temperament, a sly, sneaking nature. | 
hope you all share my loathing of the quality 
of meanness.

“ Never be false.’ Dickens does not mean 
here merely the telling of an untruth. He means 
we should not betray our friendships, our prin- 
ciples, our faith. He bids us /ive truly, to be 
single-minded.

T)- be. Even I must plead guilty to having 

neglected an author with whom at one 
time I was almost as much at home as with 
the Bible. But I always turn back to the great 
master of English fiction with a sense of relief 
and always a feeling of refreshment. His 
knowledge of human nature, his sense of 
humour, his humanity, these are lacking in 
many modern writers that now have a greater 
vogue. Dickens is always quotable, and there 
is one maxim of his that | should like you to 
remember. It consists of three “ nevers.” 
“ Never be mean in anything,” he says; “ never 
be false; never be cruel. Avoid these three 
vices, and there. is always hope for you.” 


“ Never” No. | 


“ Never be mean in anything.” “ Mean” is 
a very comprehensive and expressive word. It 
is so un-Jewish that I doubt whether there is 
a Hebrew equivalent. It calls to our minds 
the picture of a very objectionable person, one 
we should all seek to avoid. I do not object in 
the slightest to the economic, saving disposi- 
tion; but | do hate meanness. It is not merely 
the opposite of generosity, it is the opposite of 
charity, too. It implies a narrowness of mind 
as well as of hand, a malicious disposition, a 
sour temperament, a sly, sneaking nature. I 
hope you all share my loathing of the quality 
of meanness.

Dickens does not mean 
here merely the telling of an untruth. He means 
we should not betray our friendships, our prin- 
ciples, our faith.
